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....From the President’s Desk 


My column was finished and ready to send when a friend showed me 
the article by John Grimshaw in the April issue of the RHS publication, 
Garden, “What Future for Plant Societies?” With so much concern for the 
future just now, it seemed appropriate to make sure we are all thinking 
abut the future of the American Daffodil Society. Our concerns for the 
ADS don’t match the gravity of those for our healthcare plan or our 40 IK, 
for the environment, or for the world economy, but we need to have our 
eye on what we may improve and what we can avoid by planning and 
discussion now which will guide our actions tomorrow. 

Grimshaw’s article lays out arguments for change in plant societies to 
meet challenges of today and tomorrow. Some of these are apropos for us, 
while we’ve already addressed others. I feel we are at the head of the pack 
on our use of internet technology, though there are still improvements 
to be made. Has “social networking” made a change in your life? How 
about that of your kids or grandkids? I don’t see myself “tweeting” to 
fellow daffodil fanciers, but a good deal of what we see on Daffnet is 
not much different. Publications are changing. Who could have seen the 
present scurrying about newspaper publication? Will changes in lifestyle 
downsize gardens and affect our membership? An organization I belong to 
just announced its 90 th - and last - annual dinner. They hope to resuscitate 
as an online organization. 

When I review the 10 goals which are the basis of our Bylaws and 
Constitution, it seems that we are meeting each one pretty well. But just 
about everyone has an idea or two about making the ADS a more dynamic 
or more serviceable or just a larger organization. We need to clarity those 
ideas, and, with such a dispersed and disparate membership, find a way 
to share them and give them a chance to happen. And, we need to make 
this an ongoing endeavor to support and build our organization. There’s 
plenty of enthusiasm and energy among us if it is focused and directed by 
ongoing, documented and shared plans. 

I have my own list of half a dozen or so items which I t hink could be 
substantially improved over the next few years. What are yours? Drop me 
a note or an email if you feel fervently. 

A pop song of my faded youth gave the advice, “Que sera, sera.” We 
can do better than that for the ADS by thinking, planning, sharing ideas 
with each other, and continuing to communicate about our future.^

All the people who know everything tell you that you should order 
your daffodils from specialist growers; that will be from their catalogs, 
of course. And without placing myself in that category of knowers, I feel 
safe in saying that by the time you read this, it’s awfully late to be ordering 
from a catalog. 

Despair not: many handsome, even showable daffodils can be 
purchased as bulbs at your local garden centers, and even at your nearby 
Home Depots and Walmarts. (Not to be first choices.) 

For reliable garden displays, look for ‘Tete-a-Tete,’ miniature and 
early; ‘Baby Boomer,’ later and also miniature; “February Gold,’’early and 
reliable; ‘Chromacolor,’ pink-cupped, a Bill Pannill hybrid that is a super 
eye-catcher in the garden; ‘Ceylon,’ sturdy, colorful, bright; ‘Ice Follies,’ 
as reliable a repeat performer as anything available. Old cultivars that 
rarely win at shows but are great in gardens are ‘Thalia’ and ‘Actaea.’ 

You can also find at the better centers bulbs that often produce show¬ 
worthy blooms, and find them at prices below those in specialists’ catalogs. 



often beat far more expensive cultivars in shows. ‘Barrett Browning’ and 
‘Sweetness’ are old cultivars inexpensive and showable. 

Just remember to choose hard (squeeze them) heavy feeling bulbs 
with no sign of fungus on them. 

And plan next year to order early from some of those specialist growers 
who are responsible for keeping the best new things coming on.^

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The 2010 ADS Convention: 

“Re-Discovering Gold in California” 

March 11-14, 2010, Murphys, California

The Northern California Daffodil Society invites you to the 56 th ADS 
Convention and National Show, in the historic town of Murphys in California’s 
famous Mother Lode - where the discovery of gold in 1848 initiated the 19 th 
century’s worldwide lust for gold - and instant riches. Gold mining is but an 
occasional activity in the Mother Lode now, but visitors to the region can see 
the remnants of the mining operations which withdrew fortunes in gold by 
diverting the stream beds into sluices, by tunneling into the mountains, and by 
washing the mountainsides away with giant jets of water. 

Murphys’ climate (elevation 2000’) is ideal for growing wine grapes, and 
over a dozen wineries are established nearby. Your host for the Convention 
will be the Ironstone Vineyards, whose modern winery and business- 
convention facility is located on a winding country road a mile outside the 
town. Ironstone’s founder, John Kautz, has had a lifelong passion for daffodils. 
One outcome you’ll see will be the swaths of naturalized daffodils along the 
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roadsides and across the Ironstone property. Another will be their marvelous 
displays of daffodils in half-barrels along the walkways. Ironstone extends its 
naturalized plantings with up to a ton of bulbs each year. 

Ironstone also respects the history of the Mother Lode region, and you’ll 
see many of the mechanized mining instruments preserved on its property and 
in its Museum. Speaking of gold, don’t miss the 44-lb gold-leaf nugget on 
display in the Museum walk-in safe! 

You’ll stay in Murphys itself, either in one of the two modern motels, or 
else in one of their “vacation rentals,” fully-furnished cottages (usually having 
two bedrooms). The cottages capture the ambiance of Murphys, being tucked 
into scenic lots around the town. They are popular with urban dwellers from 
the California Valley coming to Murphys either to escape the summer heat, or 
to access the winter skiing further up the mountain. 

The two motels are on the outskirts of the three-block-long downtown. 
Shuttle-bus service will be available to take you between your lodging in 
Murphys and the Convention site at Ironstone. This service will begin on 
Thursday afternoon (March 11) and continue through Sunday evening (March 
14). The Convention pace can be tiring. Should you ever need a place to relax, 
there will be a “Relaxation Room” at Ironstone on the floor below the Show 
Room. It will be stocked with coffee, tea, water, and wine. 

Complete information on making reservations for lodging during the 
Convention is in this Journal (as well as the June issue) and is available on the 
NCDS website www.dqffodil.org. A summary of the Convention program and 
the schedule for the National Show are also on the NCDS website. 

Murphys is 85 miles southeast of Sacramento. It is 145 miles east of 
San Francisco. If you are flying, you are advised to to book your flight to 
Sacramento. On Thursday afternoon (March 11), Convention coach service 
will be available at low cost to take you from Sacramento Airport to Murphys 
(and return on Monday morning). It is a two-hour ride by coach from 
Sacramento Airport to Murphys. It is anticipated that coaches will depart 
Sacramento Airport for Murphys between 1pm and 4pm on Thursday. This 
means if you plan to use the coach service, you should not book a flight 
arriving Sacramento later than 3pm. An option is to fly on to Sacramento on 
Wednesday and overnight there, returning to the Airport to catch the first coach 
on Thursday. A small block of rooms has been reserved at a Sacramento motel 
for this purpose (see the accommodations information page in this issue). 

After the Convention, coaches will depart Murphys Monday morning 
(March 15) by 8am. Monday morning security lines can be tedious at 
Sacramento Airport. You are advised not to book a return flight departing 
before 11:30am. 

When you are making your plans for the Convention, we urge you to 
use your attending as a part of a California vacation. Yosemite National Park

and Lake Tahoe are nearby and magnificent in their late-Winter garb. San 
Francisco and Monterey are each but a three-hour drive from Murphys. 

The Fortuna Garden Club will present its daffodil show in Fortuna, 
California on the weekend following the ADS Convention, March 20-21. The 
Show will be in the River Lodge Conference Center, a beautiful facility built 
especially for such events. On Saturday evening, the Garden Club will host a 
special dinner for visitors and locals. Fortuna is just inland from the Pacific 
coast, 275 miles north of San Francisco - about a six-hour drive through some 
of the most scenic parts of California, including the Pacific coastline and the 
Avenue of the Giants Redwood Forest. Fortuna is ten miles south of the harbor 
town of Eureka - a photographer’s delight with its fleet of fishing boats. 

THURSDAY 

On Thursday, March 11, Daffodil Show entries will be accepted starting at 
lpm. Horticultural entries will be accepted through that night (and until 9am the 
next morning), but Photography entries will close at 9pm. 

The Convention starts with a Welcoming Buffet Dinner at Ironstone 
Vineyards at 7pm. The Welcoming Buffet will be an optional event - not 
included in the Registration Fee and requiring separate sign-up - so you 
could choose to omit it in favor of an early-to-bed should you anticipate an 
exhausting travel day. You’ll be welcomed by John Kautz, Ironstone CEO, 
and his wife Gail. You’ll meet the key Ironstone staff members that will keep 
the Convention humming. You’ll learn the nuances of the shuttle-bus system. 
Ironstone Vineyards will provide their wine to make sure your introduction to 
Ironstone is amiable and that at dinner and afterwards you have an enjoyable 
time with friends - new and old. 


FRIDAY 

Judging of the National Show will begin at 10am. There will be coffee and 
muffins for Judges and Clerks at 9am, at which time they will be given their 
instructions. Judging should be concluded by lpm, at which time lunch will be 
provided at Ironstone for Judges and Clerks. The National Show will open at lpm. 

If you are not involved in the Show judging, Friday morning will be your 
opportunity to acquaint yourself with the village of Murphys. Its downtown 
is three blocks long - along Main Street only - comprised of boutiques, wine¬ 
tasting facilities of local wineries, shops with homemade-candy and ice cream, 
coffee shops, bakeries, and restaurants for breakfast and lunch. Scattered 
around are buildings and other structures preserved from the gold-mining 
era. At 10am, docents will lead those interested in an historical walking tour. 
Shuttle-buses will be available to take you between lodging and downtown 
should you not want to walk that distance. (Murphys Inn is one block from the 
shops; the Executive Suites is nearly three blocks away.) 
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Lunch is on your own - you may choose one of the restaurants downtown, 
or you may ride the shuttle to Ironstone where their delicatessen opens at 
11am. Wine, beer, and non-alcoholic beverages will be available at Ironstone, 
but State licensing regulations prohibit hard liquor from being consumed on 
the winery premises. Downtown Murphys has full-service bars. The wine¬ 
tasting room at Ironstone is open daily from 11am to 5pm. 

For ADS Board Members, there will be a business meeting in the afternoon. 
If you are not on the outgoing Board, your afternoon can be spent viewing the 
Show and enjoying the Ironstone facility. Outdoors, Ironstone staff members 
will lead walks through their extensive gardens. There are plants in bloom 
throughout the year. Their gardens and landscape make Ironstone one of the 
most beautiful wineries in California. The huge outdoor amphitheater hosts 
Summer concerts and other public events (e.g, antique automobile shows). 
Indoors, Larry Ringland, landscape supervisor extraordinaire, will tell you 
about Ironstone’s history with daffodils - and perhaps give you some clues on 
how he and his staff produce the hundreds of wine half-barrels with blooming 
daffodils that greet visitors throughout the Spring. Be sure to visit the Museum 
and the adjoining Jewelry Shop where the selection specializes in exquisite 
items on a daffodil theme. 

Later in the afternoon, you’ll be introduced to the third focus of the 
National Show - Artistic Designs. In the main room, Calaveras County Garden 
Club design artist Bev Switzer will demonstrate her skills with daffodils. 
Concurrently, other designers will be staging their entries in the Artistic 
Designs Section of the Show. Judging Artistic Designs will be Saturday 
morning and this Show Section will open at 11am Saturday. 

Your first complete day of the Convention will conclude with a full evening. 
The social hour with no-host wine (and beer) bar will precede evening dinner 
at Ironstone. Following dinner will be the Annual ADS Membership Meeting 
and the presentation of Show Awards for Horticulture and Photography. 

SATURDAY 

For early risers, the morning will start at 7:30am with breakfast at 
Ironstone. You will have seen specimens of “green” daffodils in the National 
Show. A breakfast presentation called “Green Daffodils - Really?” will extend 
what you’ve seen and give you an opportunity to voice your opinion on the 
future of green in daffodils. It’s anticipated that the session contributors will 
be Bob Spotts, John Hunter, Harold Koopowitz and John Reed. This breakfast 
is an optional event and will require your sign-up on the Registration Form. 

Sleepy-heads will join you at 9:30am, when you’11 have the choice 
between two concurrent programs. “Break-throughs in Miniatures” will 
feature exciting new miniature seedlings shown by Harold Koopowitz & 
Marilynn Howe, Graham & Helen Fleming (aka, Keira Bulbs), and Steve 
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Vinisky. Delia Bankhead was to be the fourth presenter in the session. Mary 
Lou Gripshover has graciously agreed to present Delia’s seedlings in her 
stead. The session will be dedicated to the remembrance of Delia.. 

“Historic Daffodils - Where and How Have They Spread?” will be 
moderated by Sara Van Beck, with contributors John Hunter, Keith Kridler, Ian 
Tyler, Juan Andres Varas Braun, and George Ryan. The latter two names might 
be unfamiliar to you. Juan Andres is a university professor in Chile, spends time 
in Spain observing species habitats, and might offer some insights into daffodils 
in South America. George is a fourth-generation member of the pioneer family 
that started planting daffodils at their Sierra homesite during the 1880s. The 
family has continued planting daffodils there over the years - and operates the 
now-famous “Daffodil Hill” near Volcano, an hour’s drive from Murphys. 

Be sure to visit the Artistics Design Section of the Daffodil Show, which 
opens at 11am. 

Lunch will be served at Ironstone, with historian Judith Marvin speaking 
on “Murphys and the Gold Rush.” After lunch and time to relax, you’ll face 
another choice between concurrent program sessions. In their presentation 
“So You Want to Become a Judge,” Scott Bally, ADS Chairman of Judges 
and Schools, and Jaydee Ager, ADS Executive Director will urge you to act 
on your desire to become a Judge. In “Advances in Standards: the Elusive 
White-Orange/Red Trumpets,” Moderator Mike Temple-Smith and eminent 
panelists John Reed, Jamie Radcliff, Elise Havens and Brian Duncan will 
show some remarkable progress toward this long-sought goal in hybridizing. 
A truly outstanding assembly of major daffodil persons from across the world! 

The ADS Bulb Auction will be conducted at 3:30pm, immediately following 
the afternoon program presentations. If you want the newest and best, donated 
to the auction by the top hybridizers in the world, this is for you! In the process 
you’ll make a greatly appreciated monetary donation to the ADS. 

The main room at Ironstone (in which we will dine and listen to 
presentations) is called the “Music Room” - and for good reason. A magnificent 
floor-to-ceiling pipe organ occupies one wall. Miriam Miller of New Zealand 
will play this organ after the afternoon presentations have concluded. You 
shouldn’t miss this! 

You’ll have to hasten to shuttle back to your accommodations if you want 
to change for dinner. Social hour at 6pm precedes dinner at 7:15pm. Following 
dinner, Keith Kridler will engage us with a presentation on the tributions and 
rewards of growing daffodils in northeast Texas. 

SUNDAY 

You’ll get up early to catch the shuttle to Ironstone in time for the Sunday 
morning breakfast (at 7:30am). Richard Ezell will moderate esteemed panelists 
(Nial Watson, Jan Pennings, David Jackson, Elise Havens, and David Adams) 
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in a discussion important to all of us: “What’s in Our Daffodil Future?” The 
panel could address such questions as: “Will new introductions continue to be 
available from hybridizers worldwide?” 

“How can daffodil organizations encourage the continued hybridzing 
of show cultivars?”and “What might be necessary to maintain stocks of 
important historical cultivars?” Questions and input from the audience will be 
encouraged. The breakfast is an optional event and will require your sign-up 
on the Registration Form.” 

After the breakfast, you’ll again be joined by those who chose to sleep 
in. You’11 be entertained by by a debut of “Daffodil Jeopardy,” a quiz game 
created especially for this Convention by Nancy Tackett and Mary Lou 
Gripshover. There will be teams from each of the world daffodil communities 
(Australia, New Zealand, UK, and USA) competing to win the prize (which is 
yet to determined). This should produce fun galore! 

Lunch will be served at Ironstone. Bring your warmer wear (or rainwear 
if the weather indicates) because immediately after lunch, you’ll board a bus 
for a visit to one of the significant State Parks nearby. There are two potential 
destination options: Columbia State Park contains a preserved city from the 
gold mining era. At one time its population of 30,000 was the third-largest in 
California. As gold was removed and new strikes declined, nearly all of the 
residents left. But many of the buildings remain and give you a view of what 
a Gold-Rush mining city looked like. Docents will lead you on a tour through 
the downtown. Some buildings have been converted to coffee shops, so there 
are places for you to stop, refresh, and reflect. The walks are on level ground, 
but walking shoes and a warm sweater (elevation 2000’) are a must. Having 
an umbrella would provide you good insurance against a rain shower. 

Calaveras Big Trees State Park is the possible alternative destination. At 
4700’ elevation, this Park probably will be at or above snowline. Here is a 
portion of the Sierra forest of giant sequoias. You’ll see the stump of a giant 
sequoia, cut down over a century ago - and easily large enough for a dance 
floor! While a Ranger-led walking tour might be possible, it is more likely 
that you’ll take a self-guided tour through the forest, observing immense trees 
whose size almost defies description. Snow and muddy trails mean sturdy, 
water-proof boots or walking shoes are a necessity. The temperature will be 
brisk, so you’ll need a warm sweater or jacket - and possibly a scarf as well. 
Hosting facilities at Big Trees are limited, so we’ll need to restrict the number 
visiting to one bus. 

Upon return to Murphys, buses will return you to your lodging - unless 
you are on the incoming ADS Board. If so, you’ll be taken to Ironstone for a 
meeting of the Board. Please ride the bus on to Ironstone if you want to help 
take down the Daffodil Show.

Airport. The scheduled departure is at 7:30am. Timely departure will assure 
the necessary time at the Airport for flight check-in and the security process.

ADS 2010 Convention 
March 11-14, 2010 

The 2010 Convention and Daffodil Show will be at Ironstone Vineyards, located 
on a country road a mile outside the town of Murphys. Not being in a hotel in a city or 
city suburb, this Convention will be unlike previous American Daffodil Society events. 
Attendees will be accommodated in two modern motels near the historic downtown area, 
plus the optional availability of fully-furnished vacation cottages located throughout the 
town. Shuttle buses will take attendees between their rooms and the Convention site at the 
winery, a mile distant. 

Accommodations are often the most costly item on a holiday, but not this year. Below 
are the accommodation options available. Attendees are to make their accommodations 
arrangements directly. 

MOTELS . Murphys Inn Motel is one block from downtown. Murphys Suites is 
another long block away. Murphys Inn, though nicely maintained, is a few years older than 
Murphys Suites.

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...From the Editor’s Worktable 


You’re reading an article or listening to a presentation by a 
knowledgeable daffodil scientist. And you wonder, “Do you suppose they 
might ever do research on some topic I want to know about?” 

Well, why don’t you do it yourself? 

Do you have the will to organize a plan to test your theory or answer 
your questions, and the diligence to observe and keep records, not just in a 
burst of initial enthusiasm but for several years? 

For instance, you wonder if you could get the same cultivars to bloom 
earlier, or later, or longer, in your own garden. Test it, adapting scientific 
methods to your own backyard. 

Get a dozen new bulbs, all from the same source, all the same cultivar, 
and generally the same size. Plant four of them in that always-shady, 
always cool spot on the north side of the house. Plant four in a sunny 
bed against a south-facing brick wall. Plant the other four in your main 
daffodil patch. 

Next spring, watch for the first shoots to appear, and start taking notes. 
Every day, in the same notebook. Is there significant difference in first- 
bloom dates or full-bloom dates? Even five days’ difference might mean 
another show you can enter with fresh flowers. 

Here’s the hard part - leave them there and repeat the process next 
year, and the next. Does becoming established change the time difference 
in first, or last, blooms? Write it down. 

Maybe you remember hearing that pink daffodils deepen in color 
if they are refrigerated as soon as they open. From a big clump of one 
colorful cultivar, pick four or five open blooms (nicks and mittens don’t 
count here but substance probably does) and refrigerate. After one day, 
and after two days, and after three days, take out a bloom and sit and 
have coffee with it and with a fresh bloom from the garden. Do it until the 
blooms are gone. Note any differences in how long they last, on the table. 
Write down what you observe. 

You’re plagued with basal rot. Is there any simple thing you can do to 
prevent it? Buy another dozen of one cultivar from one source. Plant them 
in new ground, placing four on a thick pad of sand and four on perlite and 
four on new ground. Take notes, next spring. 

If they’re okay, leave them alone. After two more seasons, dig them 
up and see what differences you find. Write them down. Think about other 
variations you can try? 

Now maybe you can write an article. ^

Bob Spotts and His Green Daffodils 


Harold Koopowitz 

Santa Ana, CA 

In his early life. Bob Spotts was daffodil deprived! As a youngster he 
lived in the hot Arizona climate, in a farming community near Phoenix. 
He saw many cactus and cotton blossoms - but never a daffodil. He 
moved to the city - Berkeley in California - for his University education. 
Horticulturally, Berkeley is noted for its Rose Garden, but not for having 
daffodils. After graduation Bob located in San Francisco where he worked 
and lived for almost ten years before moving back across the Bay to 
Oakland. Fogbound, San Francisco’s maritime climate is not conducive 
to growing daffodils - there is no winter chill and no spring sunny days. 
But even if there had been tazettas in the spring in San Francisco, he might 
not have noticed them because most of his spare time was spent indoors 
playing duplicate bridge! 

It was quite by chance that Bob, in his late 30s, discovered daffodils. 
While reading the newspaper in his apartment on a Sunday morning when 
there was no bridge tournament available, he noticed an announcement 
for a daffodil show in the nearby Lakeside Park, Oakland. On a whim, 
he walked over - and was blown away by the exquisite symmetry of the 
flowers he saw. 

Show exhibitors assured him that these daffodils would grow in 
Oakland, and he took home catalogs. He bought bulbs and verified that 
they would grow in containers on his balcony. He was infected with the 
fever. 

The next step was to make a daffodil garden, so in 1976 he purchased 
a hillside home on a small lot in nearby suburban El Sobrante. He planted 
daffodils and vegetables, but the drainage was poor, fusarium was rife and 
his daffodils were most often annuals. There was an advantage to this, 
because every year he bought new bulbs of different cultivars and within 
a few years he had seen hundreds of cultivars up close. 

In 1978, Bob met Sid DuBose, who became his mentor. Sid encouraged 
him to start hybridizing and Bob made his first crosses in 1981 - a random 
test to see if seed would set and germinate. His appetite for seedlings was 
much larger than his space to grow them, so Sid offered to grow Bob’s 
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seedlings in the Stockton fields along with his own. This arrangement 
was so satisfactory that, at one time. Bob had more seedlings growing in 
Sid’s fields than Sid did - a situation that caused Sid to increase his own 
hybridizing. 

As a beginning hybridizer. Bob admired the accomplishments of Bill 
Pannill and Elise Havens, and established as his early objective to be able to 
enter any ADS competition using only his own seedlings. He achieved this 
during the 1990s, when he twice won the Gold Quinn with his seedlings. 
This branch of his hybridizing came to a cataclysmic close with the loss of 
nearly all his selected seedlings in a series of field disasters. 

In 1987, during an airplane trip from the ADS Convention in 
Columbus back to the West Coast, Bob and I discussed hybridizing. I 
suggested and Bob took to heart the philosophy: “Don’t get in line behind 
other hybridizers, start your own line.” This was based on the fact that 
the commercial hybridizers were breeding with their latest and as yet not 
introduced hybrids. It is very difficult to make significant advances in 
competition with them. But there were and still are several “backwaters” 
not receiving much attention from the breeders where one could produce 
novel and exciting new types of daffodils. Bob’s first new line was to 
breed triandrus hybrids, in which he was successful - or so it seemed. He 
flowered several stunning 5 O-R seedlings. But his initial success was 
quite short-lived for all his triandrus seedlings died within three years after 
their initial bloom. He had learned that most N. triandrus reproduced by 
seed rather than bulb division and unfortunately had passed this trait to 
their progeny. 

On New Year’s Day, 1988, Sid took Bob to meet Manuel Lima at 
Manuel’s home in Walnut Grove, CA. A epiphany for Bob occurred upon 
seeing Manuel’s uniquely captivating N. viridiflorus seedlings, which 
bloomed in the fall and early winter. Always wanting to help others, 
Manuel shared pollen from his seedlings and this enabled Bob’s second 
new line, green daffodils - and one that has over time become increasingly 
fruitful. 

Manuel wanted to breed deep-green daffodils. Any other outcome 
from his breeding - no matter how stunning - was a disappointment. 
Manuel never accomplished his own objective, but he left for followers 
a treasury of green genetics. One must admit that the first generations of 
Manuel’s seedlings tended to be more interesting than beautiful and most 
of these were very small and starry flowers. But because N. viridiflorus is 
a natural tetraploid, many of the seedlings were also very fertile. Manuel’s

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seedlings flowered in the fall and winter, making them of little use for 
hobbyists living in harsher climates. And obviously they did not flower 
during the show season and were destined to remain a curiosity. Manuel, 
himself, did not really follow up and build on the potential of his flowers, 
but fortunately for us Bob Spotts did, and he has shown us what can be 
accomplished with green breeding. 

In the early 1990s, Bob also learned of the hybridizing done by John 
Hunter with A. viridiflorus in New Zealand, and John’s significant breeding 
advances spurred Bob to concentrate more upon his own breeding program 
for green blooms. In his hybridizing efforts with daffodils. Bob seldom 
used pollen from the species N. viridiflorus directly even though he has 
an enormous patch of the species that flowers regularly each November. 
Instead he built upon Manuel’s earlier work, using Lima’s seedlings, 
which have a mixture of both the species and standard daffodil genes. Bob 
has concentrated on breeding for daffodils that bloom during show season. 

One of the first and most spectacular successes was ‘Mesa Verde’ 12 
G-GGY, registered in 2001. Its breeding is ‘Ashmore’ x (‘Easter Moon’ 
x N. viridiflorus) and it is registered as division twelve because is often 
comes with two blooms to the stem. Narcissus viridiflorus is a dull blue- 
grey-green color, but ‘Mesa Verde’ is a stunning bright almost emerald 
green with a pale narrow lemon rim to the corona. One year Bob brought 
in a container to the Livermore show with about twenty flowers all in their 
prime. It was enough to make the most jaded daffoholic green with envy. 

A sibling of ‘Mesa Verde’ was judged Best Bloom in the Hybridizer’s’ 
Section at the 1995 National Show in Dallas, but this stock later showed 
mosaic virus and was destroyed. Fortunately clean stock of ‘Mesa Verde’ 
exists and it continues to win numerous awards in California shows. This 
year (2009) a three-stem entry by Richard Ezell won its class and received 
numerous positive comments at the National Show in Chicago, (photo pg. 
88 ). 

To my mind ‘Mesquite’, registered in 2008, a 2 Y-Y flushed with green 
from the breeding ‘Misquote’ x (‘Evenlode’ x N. viridiflorus ), is a superior 
flower in both size and form despite the fact it is not quite as green as 
‘Mesa Verde’ (photo pg. 88). Photographing these green hybrids using 
digital cameras is a constant challenge. For some reason the green fades 
out of digital photos, but when you see the flowers on the show bench or 
in the garden the green color is both obvious and rich. No other standard 
“green” flowers from other breeders can compare with them. 
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The N. viridiflorus influence is carried through many generations and 
can be recognized easily in the form of the flower, especially the minors, 
which are relatively long and narrow with pointed tips while the corona 
remains small. Colors are often intense. Another plus from the species 
is that its hybrid offspring have very heavy substance and are extremely 
long lasting. Bob’s advanced N. viridiflorus hybrids are now the size of 
standard daffodils but their flowers are, nevertheless, quite distinctive. 
Today most of the California judges accept and appreciate these flat starry 
flowers. It has become a regular and expected occurrence at our shows 
that Bob will usually win the Rose ribbon with one of these seedlings. 
Even though Bob’s own seedlings from non-viridiflorus breeding are also 
extremely excellent they have difficulty competing against his seedlings 
with N. viridiflorus in their ancestry. 

The recent Rose ribbon w inn er at the Tivermore 2009 show was 
bred from ‘Cowboy’ (2Y-0) by a Manuel seedling (‘El Camino’ x N.. 
viridiflorus). This flower has intense color and gives new meaning to 
the term “green eye”. The eyes are often relatively colorfast and extend 
further up the walls of the corona than the usual green eyes that one finds 
in more traditional green-eyed cultivars. Besides green eyes, Bob has also 
produced flowers where the entire cup is a lasting rich sage green. 

Over the last several years Bob routinely enters collections comprised 
of various different seedlings with N. viridiflorus ancestry and as often 
as not these flowers out-compete other entries, (photos, two five-stem 
seedling collection winners, page 88.) 

Some of the seedlings open with green petals but these eventually fade 
to ivory. In co mm on with many other N. viridiflorus hybrids the individual 
flowers can be extremely long-lasting. Bob’s current breeding still uses 
Manuel’s seedlings and their progeny but now he selects standard cultivars 
with yellow perianths because, as he says, “that’s what will grow well 
for me”. He has learned over time to build upon strengths and to focus 
on only a few goals at a time, one of which fortunately has lead to the 
breakthroughs in producing truly green flowers of standard size and shape. 
How hardy will these new N. viridiflorus seedlings be? Time and testing 
are needed but as the plants only have a fraction of their genome from 
the green species they should be hardier than the earlier generations of 
seedlings. 

Those going to the 2010 ADS Convention in Murphys should look 
forward to seeing ‘Mesa Verde’ as well as many other unique flushed- 
green seedlings from Bob’s breeding program.Also, one of the seminars 
on the schedule is focused on green-toned daffodils. 
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Narcissus viridijlorus 

The green coloring in Bob Spotts’ daffodils comes from the autumn 
flowering Narcissus viridiflorus. This species has quite tiny starry flowers 
of an unusual blue-grey green color and occurs in Southern Spain, Morocco 
and Algeria. Although Schousboe named it in 1800 in a Moroccan flora, 
the species is known from at least as earlv as 1629 when it was described 
bv John Parkinson in his famous Paradisi in Sale Paradisus Terrestris. 

Parkinson describes it: 

“This strange Rush Daffodil (I call it strange, not onely because it 
differeth from all others of this kinde, but also because there are few in 
these parts that have had it, and fewer that doe still enjoy it, in that it is 
perished with all that had it) hath but one onely leaf, very long, rounded 
and greene, in all that I ever saw growing, which beareth no flower while 
that green leaf is fresh, and to bee seene; but afterwards the stalke riseth up 
.... where two or three flowers breake forth out of a small thin sk in , every 
one consisting of six small and narrow green leaves [at that time petals 
were also called leaves - HK ] very sharp pointed at the end and as it were 
ending in a small pricke or thome, in the middle whereof is a small round 
cup, or rather crowne, of the same colour with the leaves and stalke ....“ 

Except for those living in a fortunate climate like California with a 
hot dry summer the species is difficult to bloom repeatedly, although E.A. 
Bowles in his well researched book The Narcissus (1934) reported success 
by hanging the pots in the roof of his greenhouse to ripen over the summer. 
Bowles also investigated the color and found that the blueish tint was 
achieved by a layer of fine white specks over the deep green background. 
Natural hybrids were noted as early as 1883 by G. Maw but it was not until 
John Hunter and Manuel Lima started tf§hybridize with the species that 
the daffodil public sat up and took note.

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ADS Library Being Converted to Digital Files

The ADS Library has an extensive collection of books, pamphlets, and 
old catalogues which are now being scanned and converted to PDF files. 
There are two reasons for this. Many publications are old and fragile and 
need some form of archiving. The other reason is to make the content of 
some rare publications readily available. 

The first 40 years (1964-2004) of The Daffodil Journal are being 
scanned and digitized professionally and we hope by the time you read 
this they will be available on a DVD for $40. This will be searchable by 
Keyword, Author, and Issue. 

Did you know that before The Daffodil Journal there was The Daffodil 
Bulletin ? These began in 1955 as 8-1/2 x 11 inch publications, and after 
several years became a 12 or 16 page pamphlet. These have now been 
digitized and are available on a DVD for $10. An Index of all articles is 
included. 

George Lee, who was President and the first Executive Director of 
ADS, kept a series of notebooks into which he copied the comments 
on each cultivar from catalogs from the 1939-1940 era. There are 7 
notebooks filled with these handwritten co mm ents. (We are missing one 
book, beginning with the letter M.) These are now available on DVD for 
$10. The DVD also includes handwritten comments from Barbara Fry on 
various tazettas. 

Various other pamphlets have been digitized and the following CDs 
are available as searchable PDF files at $10 each. 

“Miniatures and Small Daffodils ” - the ADS Committee report which 
recommended the first ADS Miniature List; several articles by Alec Gray; 
several articles by Douglas Blanchard; as well as articles by George Lee 
and Roberta Watrous. 

“Species and Travel ” - Peter Barr’s travel notes from 1887 and 
1892; several articles on the narcissus of Portugal; Meyer’s “ Exploring 
for Wild Narcissus; ” letters of Burbidge and others; a short piece on N. 
hedraeanthus; and three monographs by Haworth from the early 1800s. 

“Hybridizing and Health ” - Cartwright and Goodwin’s small book. 
The Latest Hobby, How to Raise Daffodils from Seed , 1908; several 
articles on hybridizing pink daffodils; an article about the identities, 
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breeding and chromosomes of tazettas; “ How Ramsbottom Gave New Life 
to the Narcissus ” with his treatment for eelworm; and “ Virus Diseases of 
Narcissus , ” 1971. ^ 

Orders for the discs should be placed with the Executive Director. 
All prices include domestic postage. International members should 
contact the Executive Director regarding postage costs before placing 
their orders. 

This is an ongoing project, so look for more publications in the future.

Amendment to ADS By-Laws

This flight information 
is essential for planning the coach service and to avoid leaving anyone 
at the Airport. Please book a flight arriving Sacramento no later than 
3pm on Thursday. If this is not feasible, consider flying Wednesday 
and over-nighting in Sacramento at the Ramada Inn (see Convention 
Accommodations below). 

Notice the 7:30am coaches’ departure time for return to Sacramento 
Airport on Monday morning. Airport check-in and security can be 
congested on Monday morning. Since it is a two-hour ride to the Airport, 
you probably should not schedule a return flight leaving before 11:30am. 
If you plan to use the Airport-to-Murphys Coach service, please send your 
Convention Registration Form to the Convention Registrar as soon as you 
have your airline arrangements completed. You may send your monetary 
payment later (but note the date for Fee increase). 

Once the coach schedule is fixed, all coach riders will be 
notified of the schedule and the coach to which they are assigned, 
and sent instructions on how to meet and board the coach. 
Tate decisions to ride the coach will be accepted; just send your flight 
information to the Convention Registrar and you’ll receive a coach 
assignment and instructions. 

One caution: those of you flying to Sacramento, especially from

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Looking at Pollen

A warning at the beginning: The following text will be a horror 
for normal daffodil freaks. It is for younger hybridizers only, perhaps 
up to an age of 80, because the results of the remarks in form of nice 
daffodils can be seen not until 6 or 10 years in the best case. 

If a daffodil has two or four sets of homologous chromosomes 
it is in most cases fertile. If the two sets of a daffodil are different, 
as for example in the case of ‘Hawera’ with one set of N. triandrus 
and one of N.. jonquilla, you have nearly no chance for fertility. If 
there are two sets of homologous chromosomes and one different you 
have a low possibility. This case exists for crosses between tetraploid 
standard daffodils and most species. In DaffSeek you find in class 7 
for Jonquilla Daffodils only few fertile plants of this type: ‘Canary,’ 
‘Fruit Cup’, ‘Mathinna’, ‘Trevithian’, ‘Bell Song’, ‘Tittle Tattle’, 
‘Cherie’ and’ Tanarth’. For Triandrus Daffodils, these crosses are 
listed as fertile: ‘Honey Bells’, ‘Femon Drops’, ‘Harmony Bells’, 
‘Silver Bells’, ‘Niveth’, ‘Rippling Waters’, ‘Robert Berkeley’ and 
‘Thalia’. Some of these daffodils have no registered descendants, 
most of them one or few. I think some more daffodils with this 
chromosome constitution should be fertile, but nobody looked at the 
pollen. 

If you do this, you have three possibilities: 

• The anthers look dry and you see no pollen. This means the 
flower is not fertile. 

• Pollen mass is to be seen with the naked eye; under the 
microscope you find deformed or very little pollen corns 
or good looking pollen corns, which do not sprout. 

• Pollen mass is to be seen. Under the microscope a good part 
of the pollen corns looks fine and some of them sprout, if 
treated in the right way.

The method of causing the pollen to sprout, and examining it 
under a microscope has been described by Lawrence Trevanion in 
“A Look at Pollen,” The Daffodil Journal , Vol. 37, No.2, December 
2000, pages 90-102. He proposed a sugar solution as a medium for 
sprouting the pollen. In most cases this works well, but some pollen 
shows no signs of life. I found out that these pollen may grow, if 
you enrich the sugar solution with an addition of the Murashige and 
Skoog Basal Salt Mixture, which is used for tissue culture and which 
you can get for example from 4 Sigma-Aldrich Pine Chemicals’. I 
dissolve 1.4 g of sugar and 20 mg of Murashige and Skoog medium 
in 20 ml of deionized water. These exact amounts are not really 
necessary. You can take an eggcup, fill it with deionized water and give 
to this a quarter of a teaspoon of sugar and a knifepoint of Murashige 
and Scoog medium. A drop of the solution is given on a glass slide, 
and pollen is moved on the point of a match from the anthers to the 
drop. The slide is kept at room temperature in a closed plastic box 
with water on the ground, to reduce evaporation from the drop. Two 
hours later you can see the sprouts with a microscope, if the pollen is 
fertile. The microscope you can buy at a low price in a shop for toys. 

In this year I found four fertile daffodils from the following 
crosses in my seed beds. The number of sprouts within a drop is 
given in brackets: ‘Altruist' x N.cordubensis (8), ‘Loch Leven’ x 
N.cordubensis (2), unknown standard daffodil x N.cordubensis (10), 
[(‘Pontresina’ x (‘Edna EarT x ‘Rashee’)] x N.assoanus (30). The first 
question is: Which composition has the pollen? The second: Which 
crosses are interesting? It is not plausible, that the plants should be 
tetraploid of the type NNJJ and the pollen of NJ. N is the chromosome 
set of the standard daffodil and J that of the Jonquilla. This case is 
seldom and the number of sprouting pollen corns would be greater. 
It is more probable that the plants are of the type NNJ, which is the 
normal case. Very seldom fails the reduction division during meiosis 
with pollen NNJ as the consequence. Furthermore the pollen can be 
N, which is not interesting for crosses or NJ, with little variations 
concerning the number of J- chromosomes per set. For the last case 
NJ there exist many interesting possibilities for crossing. 

• If the listed daffodils are seed fertile too with NJ egg cells, 
they can be crossed with each other. The products would

be tetraploid daffodils of the form NNJJ like ‘Hillstar’, 
‘Limequilla’, ‘Quick Step’ and some others but with a greater 
spectrum for colours. The disadvantage is: If the seed fertility 
is as low as the fertility of the pollen, many flowers would be 
needed to get some seed corns. 

• Successful should be the generation of fertile tetraploid 
daffodils by crosses with the existing sorts like ‘Hillstar, 
‘Quickstep’, ‘Regeneration’, ‘Pink Step’. Perhaps the children 
have red or pink cups. Similar crosses can be made for 
example with ‘Emerald Sea’ (NNVV) and its relatives with 
two chromosome sets of standard daffodils and two sets of 
N.viridiflorus. The children are NNJV which should be fertile 
like NNJJ, because both V and J belong to the Jonquilla Group. 

• All diploid species can be combined with NJ- pollen 
for example N.triandrus (TrTr), which gives NJTr like the 
new ‘Crystal Bells’, ‘Euphonic Bells’ and ‘Meticulous’ from 
Mitsch Daffodils, which however come from ‘Limequilla’ 
x N. triandrus. With three different chromosome sets they 
should have more vitality than JTr a cross of N. jonquilla with 
N. triandrus. All these crosses are infertile. 

• ‘Matador’ (NNTT) with two chromosome sets of standard 
daffodils and two sets of N.tazetta gives with NJ-pollen 
NNJT descendants. 

The same speculations made for fertile NNJ can be done for 
NNTr, for example ‘Silver Bells’, which is fertile and I think in 
many cases forms NTr-Pollen and egg cells. Equivalent crosses 
as with NNJ can be made. The result of ‘Silver Bells’ (NNTr plus 
one chromosome) crossed with NJ-pollen from NNJ should be NNTrJ. 
‘Spring Chimes’ and ‘Quick Bells’ may have the same constitution 
but their parents are ‘Silver Bells’ and’ Quickstep’(NNJJ). Cross 
a diploid species with a tetraploid standard daffodil or a tetraploid 
species like N. viridiflorus and you get some fertile plants, which you 
can use for the described crosses and many others. 

I know that Peter Brandham writes in his article “Triploidy in 
Narcissus, the Fertility Debate” (. Daffodils 2002-2003 ): “...the 
probability that allotriploids will produce viable haploid or diploid 
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gametes falls practically to zero.’' But ‘Silver Bells’ (NNTr plus 
one chromosome) crossed with A. triandrus concolor (TrTr) has 
‘Ice Chimes’ as a descendant with 22 Chromosomes, which can 
only be NTrTr plus one chromosome. Two further descendants 
from ‘Silver Bells’ OP are ‘Lapwing’ and ‘Mission Bells’. With 
29 chromosomes they are NNTrTr plus 1, which surely comes from 
self pollination of an NTr egg cell with an NTr pollen. For the effect 
of NJ pollen from NNJ plants there are no examples in DaffSeek. 
But in any seedling to be generated it should be possible to find 
out by measuring the nuclear DNA content, if NJ pollen and other 
NX pollen of NNJ or NNX parents (allotriploids) are effective. The 
method of measuring the nuclear DNA content has been described by 
B.J.M. Zonneveld in “The systematic value of nuclear DNA content 
for all species of Narcissus L. (Amarillydaceae)”, PISystEvol (2008) 
275:109- 132. 

In autumn 2007 and 2008 I saw many A. x alleniae 
in southern Spain. The pollen of some plants looked good, observed 
with the naked eye. The chromosome constitution is VVM, in which M 
stays for one chromosome set of A. miniatus. N.miniatus is originally 
composed of two chromosome sets of A. serotinus and two sets of 
A. elegans, an autumn flowering Tazetta. The chromosome set of A. 
elegans consists of 20 chromosomes, which divide into two groups 
of 10 during meiosis. To be seen are four groups of 5 chromosomes. 
This special situation may support some fertility. I found two plants 
each with ten sprouting pollen under the microscope. If the pollen 
is VM there are many interesting possibilities for crosses. Standard 
daffodils with red or pink crowns may be a partner. The descendants 
can be plants with red in the corona, some flowers per stem, flowering 
perhaps in autumn. Crosses with NNJJ and ‘Silver Bells’ are further 
possibilities. They should have more flowers per stem than the 
foregoing group and be of good vitality and attractive form. 

The combination of standard daffodils (NNNN) with A. dubius 
(JJJJPP) leads to NNJJP. P means a chromosome set of A. papyraceus. 
Because the plants possess only one P, they are in most cases not 
fertile. But the situation is not too bad, because the two sets of N and J 
have no problems to divide by reduction division during the process 
of meiosis. I found this year one seedling of ‘Ufo’ x A. dubius , which 
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showed ten sprouting pollen under the microscope. In 2007 I saw one 
sprouting pollen from (‘Patriarch' x ‘RockalF) x N. dubius. In most 
cases the pollen should be NJ or NJP. Crosses with tetraploid sorts 
like ‘Pink Step’ with ‘Matador’, or Poeticus Daffodils and with N. 
triandrus can have interesting results. 

I think most of the descendants of the proposed crosses should be 
hardy enough for our winters. Some, especially the autumn flowering 
types, may grow better in a more Mediterranean climate. 

I would be delighted, if other hybridizers would find more fertile 
daffodils under their new seedlings or listed daffodils, which were 
thought to be infertile till now. Further progress in daffodil breeding 
should be the consequence. 

Postscript from the author: 

The article above is the text of two e-mails which I send to Daffnet in 
December 18, 2008. Meanwhile I got many seeds from different crosses 
with the fertile pollen of ‘Altruist’ x N. cordubensis , unknown standard 
daffodil x N.cordubensis, [(‘Pontresina’ x (‘Edna Earl’ x ‘Rashee’)] x N. 
assoanus , N. x alleniae and ‘Ufo’ x N. dabius in spring 2009. 

Furthermore I discovered during the flowering time 2009 some more 
pollen fertile daffodils of the same type. One is a cross of‘Altruist’ with 
N. fernandesii. It should be of the form NNF with two chromosome 
sets NN of‘Altruist’ and one set F of A. fernandesii. Two other pollen 
fertile daffodils came from ‘Actaea’ x N. tazetta. They should be of 
the type NNT with two chromosome sets NN of ‘Actaea’ and one T 
of N. tazetta. If a main part of the pollen is NF in the first case and NT 
in the second, there exists a possibility for crosses of NNF with fertile 
jonquilla hybrids (NNJJ) to get fertile descendants. Crosses of NNT 
with ‘Matador’ (NNTT) should produce many different fertile tazetta 
hybrids. I made this cross with one of the fertile ‘Actaea’ x N. tazetta 
seedlings this spring and harvested ten seed corns only. But ‘Matador’ 
often gives only few seeds here in Essen. 

One daffodil of the cross ‘Pontresina’ x N. papyraceus has shown 
pollen fertility under the microscope too. I think there is the chance to 
find some fertile daffodils in all crosses of tetraploid standard daffodils 
(NNNN) with all diploid species (XX). If the daffodils in these cases 
are NNX and the pollen is NX there are many possibilities to breed 
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fertile hybrids. If the daffodils are seed fertile too, the situation is 
still better. To proof the seed fertility it is not ‘the look at the egg 
cell', but the longer way to pollinate the flower or to wait for the bee 
doing this. I made some crosses of this form in 2009 with the flowers 
which have shown pollen fertility during the flowering time in 2008. 
In these cases I had no success. But I got nine seed corns of an ‘Ufcf 
x N. tazetta. seedling by open pollination. The pollen of this seedling 
showed no sprouting under the microscope. ^

Conclusion of the Evening Presentation at the 2008 
Miniatures Symposium, Nashville, Tennessee 

Sterile Inter-sectional Apodanthi hybrids 

I have had poor success crossing apodanthi with main division 
flowers. ‘Pink China’ x (N. calcicolaxN. watieri ) is pale pink and possibly 
miniature. I take this to be a div 7 but it is plausibly Division 2. 

Apodanthi hybrids with jonquilla are probably the best exhibition 
miniature division 7’s because they have both good form and hardiness. 
I have yet to see results from crossing the white apodanthi with the 
discoloured jonquilla. 

Apodanthi hybrids with tazettas are also very fine miniatures. Their 
cup shape and number of florets suggest to me that they are division 8. 

If I’ve crossed the poets with apodanthi I’ve nothing to show for it. 
Given Bob Spotts’ success with ‘Sundial,’ perhaps more work should be 
done in this area. 

Sterile Inter-sectional Jonquilla hybrids 

Jonquil-tazetta hybrids have not matched the quality of the apodanthi- 
tazetta hybrids. Nevertheless one of my favourite daffodils is 03-01J 
because of its vigor and delicious scent. It is borderline miniature I suspect. 

Probably the best triandrus hybrids come from the apodanthi section 
but they need more care than I have been able to provide. Jonquil triandrus 
hybrids, on the other hand are ubiquitous and have become the premier 
Division 5 miniatures. Of these, ‘Angel’s Whisper’ is hard to beat. Geoff 
Temple-Smith’s ‘Russell Falls’ looks promising. 

I have a lot of triandrus hybrids with main division flowers but I don’t 
find very many of them pleasing. Perhaps my best is the 5Y-0 03-01RM 
but it is not miniature. 

Sterile Inter-sectional Tazettas hybrids 

I’ve done lots of strange things with tazettas apart from those 
mentioned above - a few tazetta x triandrus may prove worthwhile in 
a suitable climate but whether they are really miniature is questionable. 
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If tazetta climate growers can miniaturise the Pearl type hybrids, say 
(‘Autumn Sprite’ x tetraploid paperwhite) and cross these with triandrus 
they might get very fine and hardy miniatures. 

N. viridiflorus pollen does not take for me but even its hybrids can 
give greenish tazettas hybrids. In a tazetta climate miniature green tazettas 
seem very possible. 

Pearl type hybrids x N. alpestris give not unpleasant plants, but the 
effect of N. alpestris has been little more than to straighten the cup.. 

Poets x paperwhite can give attractive hybrids and could be miniature 
if the right parents were used but I have found the plants to be consistently 
feeble and don’t recommend the cross. 

Finally, mention should be made of 98-03MT. Odoratus x Cantabile. 
This hybrid still persists so it is reasonably tough; however as a garden 
plant it doesn’t make an impact in my climate. It is near miniature but its 
pedigree suggests it isn’t. 

As for fertile tazetta Inter-sectional hybrids, ‘Matador’ is the central 
flower in this group. I have managed to add ‘Cloth of Gold’ but these 
hybrids are a long way from contributing to miniatures. 

Fertile Triandrus Inter-sectional Hybrids 

I have a fully fertile intersectional triandrus hybrid of some kind but 
I don’t really know what. It is not yet clear how useful its fertility will be. 

Pollen sprouting shows that quite often main division flowers crossed 
with triandrus have some fertility. Following Dr Brandham’s advice in 
this division (RHS Daffodils 1994-95 ) could prove very rewarding. I don’t 
think I have crossed triandrus with diploid narcissus or pseudonarcissus. 
This too might be well worth pursuing. 

I did have what I though was a tetraploid triandrus and I crossed it 
with everything but not a single seed resulted. 

Fertile Jonquilla Inter-sectional Hybrids 

I think I have a tetraploid jonquilla but like the triandrus its fertility is 
not yielding results. Apparently I once had an artificial tetraploid of ‘Baby 
Star.’ The hybrids are highly unlikely to be miniature but they should 
add useful diversity into the ‘Hillstar’/ ‘Quickstep’/’Limequilla’ group. 
‘Gertrude Nethercote’ and N. viridiflorus hybrids have been added to this 
group. Rod Barwick has used N. fernandesii to produce fertile hybrids such 
as ‘Endear’. Geoff Temple Smith has used N. fernandesii to miniaturise 
main division flowers, including doubles but I don’t know if they are 
fertile. I also have fertile main division hybrids from N. fernandesii and 
also one from ‘Merridee’ which is a complete mystery. 
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‘Hillstar’ has produced excellent triandrus hybrids (one of these 
won best Division 5 at Canberra show this year) so these smaller jonquil 
hybrids offer the prospect of breeding a new generation of hardy coloured 
miniatures - though many will be quite sterile. 

Miniatures from Narcissus and Pseudonarcissus 

(including Division 6) 

Some excellent miniatures and intermediates were shown in Canberra 
and the National show at Leongatha this year. Mike and Geoff Temple- 
Smith and Keira Bulbs are progressing color into smaller flowers 

It seems to me that there are 3 strategies for breeding miniatures in the 
Pseudonarcissus section and the related narcissus section (the poets). (N. 
cyclamineus is, of course, just a reflexed division 1.) 

The first strategy is to work purely with diploids and select smaller 
flowers. 

The second strategy is to cross the small diploids with small main 
division flowers (presumably tetraploid) to get triploids that may have 
slight fertility for further breeding. 

The third strategy is to breed smaller and smaller main division flowers 
(which are presumably tetraploid). 

It may be that miniature breeding will always be conflicted with these 
strategies and that we will not settle on tetraploids in the miniatures as we 
have with the larger flowers. 

The recent droughts have shown a number of pseudonarcissus species 
(eg. N. bujei, N. pallidus and N. radinganorum ) to be wonderfully hardy 
and floriferous. I’ve hardly used them, and none of these are miniatures 
but they are worthwhile, I think. They probably should be crossed with N. 
cyclamineus and the miniaturising trumpet N. jacetanus. 

The miniature species N. alpestris has a grace of its own but, just as 
John Blanchard describes it, it does not trouble to form big floriferous 
clumps. Its hybrids are hardy and increase well but it is a borderline 
miniature and it does not have a strong miniaturising effect on main 
division flowers. It is, however, a good source of white in miniatures, it 
has an elegant trumpet, and it can transmit color. The drooping habit and 
deflexed perianth is a worthwhile form, I think, but as yet not many of its 
hybrids really delight the eye. 

N. cyclamineus , of course, forms excellent miniature hybrids. The 
narrow perianths which detract from Division 1-3 miniatures can be well 
suited to Division 6, such that Division 6 flowers have come to be regarded 
as premier miniatures, sometimes unfairly, I think. 
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Colin Peberdy’s ‘Swagger’ x N. cyclamineus is an excellent hybrid 
that was awarded champion miniature in the Leongatha National Show 
this year. My own N. cyclamineus breeding has mainly focused on 
inter-crossing fertile diploids, often including hardy species that are not 
miniature. 

‘Gipsy Queen’ is hardy but I am suspicious about its hybrids. 
Nevertheless it contributes such smoothness and substance that I don’t 
think any pedigree can be without it. 

N. cyclamineus x poets can give fully fertile hybrids. Given the 
importance of‘Beryl,’ it seems surprising that diploid hybrids of this kind 
are not more common. It seems an obvious way of introducing orange into 
miniatures. 06/50D is possibly miniature - It opens yellow and fades to 
bicolor, commonly with two flowers to a stem. 

I have not pursued the triploid strategy very actively and have done 
very few cyclamineus crosses with main division flowers. Perhaps the 
most interesting crosses have been with ‘Pink China’ as a seed parent. 
Some N. cyclamineus x ‘Swedish Fjord’ seem to be fertile, which suggest 
that the seed parent may really have been a hoped- for artificial tetraploid. 

For the last few years Canberra has had severe droughts. Last year the 
daffodils were burnt off in October and most were incapable of sustaining 
seedpods. Under these conditions it is difficult to be sure that flowers 
are really intermediate or miniature. The poet 08/09P easily measures 
miniature but it is too soon to be sure. Certainly it is a smaller plant. It 
is probably (‘Praecox’ x ‘Cantabile’) selfed, which is interesting because 
‘Praecox’ seems to be a common ancestor in small poets. 

I have not pursued the strategy of downsizing main division flowers, 
but as I grow a greater diversity of them this strategy is starting to appear 
more worthw hil e I have used ‘Pink China’ of course and have smaller 
brightly coloured flowers from it. ‘Ruddynosey’, presumably through 
‘Trumpet Call’, can produce small sunproof orange flowers. There are 
others. 

The last flower I would like to talk about is unexpected and scarcely 
believable. I shall regard it as a bonsai miniature (one that is caused by 
difficult growing conditions) until proven otherwise:- 08/330 (‘Crimpelene’ 
x ‘Hijack’). The plant does appear to be genuinely small so I expect it has a 
bright future. It suggests, I think, that there is a significant possibility that 
strategy three mentioned above is feasible and that main division flowers 
can be bred directly down to high quality miniatures. 
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I would like to conclude by acknowledging the critical influence of 
the American Daffodil Society in the development of miniatures through 
its hybridists, show schedules and the development of the Miniatures List. 
It has been a leader more generally, not just through its breeders, but also 
in its longstanding production of quarterly journals, in the development 
of color coding, the computer database and more recently Daffnet and 
Daffseek. So when the ADS asks me here to speak I am deeply sensible 
of the honour. I would like to thank the ADS for this invitation and the 
gracious hospitality extended to me, particularly of course, by Harold 
Koopowitz and Steve Hampson. Once again, thank you. ^

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Review of the RHS 

Daffodil , Snowdrop and Tulip Yearbook 2009-2010

There is nothing like a vacation to new places: a chance to see 
something different, to open our eyes to new possibilities and ideas. That’s 
what I hope to find each time I settle in and open the covers of the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) Yearbook and I am never disappointed. 

Just as it’s not the same to have a friend tell you all about their 
wonderful vacation and it’s much better to visit that country yourself, I 
hope you will buy your own copy of the Yearbook and “go there yourself.” 
For now, though, let me pique your curiosity and take you on a little journey 
through the pages. First, let me remind you that this publication is for not 
only the seriously addicted grower and shower. It says right there on the 
cover it is “for amateurs and specialists growing and showing daffodils, 
snowdrops and tulips.” In Malcolm Bradbury’s editorial, he extends this 
to encompass “...all enthusiasts, whether they be interested in searching 
for wild plants or in botany, gardening, exhibiting or news of events and 
personalities.” So let’s set off on our expedition, my vicarious daffodil 
travel companions! 

Our first stop is the RHS Daffodil and Tulip Committee’s day on 
6 Bulbs in the Spring Garden ’ by Johnny Walkers. He includes interesting 
tidbits from each of six presenters on the use of spring bulbs in the garden. 
Next, Sue Drew takes us on a visit to the Wisley Daffodil Trials to see the 
seven Narcissus cultivars the panel recommends receive the RHS Award of 
Garden Merit: ‘Queen Beatrix’, ‘Patrick Hacket’, ‘Wimbledon County 
Girl’, ‘Andrew’s Choice’, ‘My Story’, ‘Sabrosa’, and ‘Classic Gold’. 
Comments and color photos are included for each one. If you don’t grow 
them already, you’ll probably want to add these to your “wish list.” How 
exciting that the awards include daffodils in divisions 1, 2, 4, 7, and 10! 

Next on our itinerary is a 3,000 mile round trip through France in 
search of wild daffodils. Wendy Akers provides a captivating account 
of the quest and discovery of the citron-coloured N..bulbocodium, N.. 
pseudonarcissus, N. assoanus, and other wild species. Color photos by 
James Akers enhance Wendy’s vivid descriptions of the countryside and 
the daffodils. The addition of color photos throughout the pages of the 
Yearbook is a noted improvement. 

George Wilson shares tips on how to build a beginners’ collection of 
show quality daffodils within a reasonable budget and in a limited space. 
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Wilson includes a suggested list complete with cost estimates and photos. 
Now, where did I put that “wish list” again? 

In additional articles, Gordon Hanks surveys the fungicides available 
to amateur growers. Mary Lou Gripshover recaps six speakers’ informative 
talks on trends in breeding miniature daffodils from the ADS Miniatures 
Symposium on Daffodils held in Nashville in the fall of 2008. In “Recent 
developments in large cup daffodils with yellow perianths,” Graham 
Phillips surveys recent large cup daffodils in all yellow, with red cups, 
pink cups, and reverse bicolors. Nancy Tackett and Ben Blake introduce 
an upcoming feature for DaffSeek, the ADS sponsored web-based daffodil 
resource - species! A DaffSeek Species Team is reviewing information 
for the test version of Daffseek species, so keep an eye out for this future 
Daffseek feature. 

Several articles focus on the scientific study of daffodils. John David, 
head of botany at RHS, writes about the daffodil monograph project’s plans 
to review the genus Narcissus and publish the first monograph for over 100 
years. Peter Brandham reveals how visible and “invisible” approaches can 
play a role in this review, using electron microscopy to study pollen grains 
and other flower structures along with genetic studies of daffodil DNA 
and chromosomes. Two articles go into specifics regarding the naming 
of autumn flowering species. Derrick Donnison-Morgan and Harold 
Koopowitz co mm ent on the nomenclature of N. miniatus, and John David 
delves into the mysteries of the species name N.obsoletus. ^ 

As our tour through the pages of the Yearbook comes near its end, we pass 
the pages of snowdrops and tulips (I’ll leave those for you to explore on your 
own) and close with show reports from around the world, including more photos 
of gorgeous daffodils. 

Author’s note: While exploring the RHS Yearbook, it occurs to me how many 
names of people are familiar. Daffodil conventions not only make great real 
vacations, but are also a chance to meet new friends from all over the world. 
Don’t miss Murphys, CA in 2010, Jackson, MS in 2011, and start planning now 
for the World Convention in New Zealand, 2012! See you there!

12 or Artwork 4. There may be others. In some cases, the judges have said the 
flowers were not properly named. Steve Vinisky explained in a phone call that the 
hybridizer, Sid Dubose, called this entire P38 grex of siblings of ‘Work of Art’ 
“Artwork Series.” As they have been selected, they have been given a number 
as shown above. To use them in shows, exhibitors should use the full seedling 
names, as Dubose Artwork Series 16, and judges should be aware that these are 
then correctly identified. 

Exhibitors should also be aware that some classes in shows call for flowers 
REGISTERED before a certain date, or in certain decades. Remember that 
the asterisk * after the date in Daffodils to Show and Grow means the flower is 
unregistered and should not be used in classes calling for REGISTERED flowers.^

And for you enterprising 
youth out there, the ten-year free membership for Outstanding Youth 
is still open for this year.

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2010 ADS Daffodil Shows 

Chriss Rainey 

Awards Chairman 

Show chairmen across the country are busy making plans for their 
2010 season which is now only 3 cold winter months away. There are 
many new chairmen this year, which is great news. It says yellow fever 
is still as contagious as ever and people’s willingness to pitch in and 
help with a show is on the rise. 

2010 won’t be any ordinary season for many reasons. With show 
dates right after the convention, Atlanta, GA and Knoxville, TN have 
decided to combine their shows which were already on the same date to 
be sure they have enough judges available, when so many will still be 
traveling in California. Two shows on the west coast, Tivermore, CA and 
Take Oswego, OR, will not be held this year because of conflicting dates 
with the national show and convention in Murphys, CA. Be alert to both 
of these changes when you make your plans to exhibit in the spring. 

Bob Spotts has been telling us for a long time this convention 
won’t be like any convention we’ve had before and neither will the 
2010 National Show Schedule. It has all the same award opportunities 
as previous schedules, but the clever talented folks in California have 
invented a wonderful new class numbering system. I’m betting this 
system will catch on like wildfire and that local shows will decide to 
adopt it in the future. It isn’t “the way we’ve always done it,” that’s 
for sure; but I applaud them for thinking outside the box. If you are 
planning to attend the show in Murphys to exhibit or judge or clerk, 
I encourage you to familiarize yourself with the schedule before you 
go. It can be found on the 2010 convention website, www.daffodil. 
org/201 Oadsconvention 

A couple of shows have changed weekends from what they were 
last year. Don’t assume you know when a show will be. A couple of 
shows have changed venue, such as the Garden Club of Virginia, which 
moves its show around the state every two years. Be sure to note their 
new show location. 

New shows in western Maryland and West Virginia have been 
added to the list, thanks to efforts by Mary Koonce. Dan Bellinger is 
bringing back the Akron, OH show this year, which I know will please 
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the growers in Ohio. Joanna Tilghman is working with her group in 
Cambridge, MD for another come back by a show we haven't seen on 
the list in a while. Hats off to all these dedicated daffodil lovers. 

The Washington Daffodil Society will once again offer two shows, 
one mid season, and the other at the end of the season. The second 
show owes its beginnings to Ian Tyler who first encouraged members 
of WDS to create a late season show many thought never had a chance 
of succeeding. Now in its fifth year, the second WDS show will be 
found listed as the WDS Tate Show. WDS thinks there is no longer a 
reason to call themselves humble pie eaters, but they will always credit 
Ian for the inspiration to start a second show. 

Several shows took up my challenge to use class record cards in 
2009. I will continue to encourage all those who do not, to consider 
using this worthwhile system in 2010 to ease the burden on the show 
reporter and to provide a backup of information that may not have been 
recorded on the report form when the flowers were on the bench. 

Remember to read the schedule at each show when you exhibit. 
There are subtle nuances that make each one unique. Took for special 
classes to enter that sometimes offer local prizes or awards. And pay 
particular attention to which shows in the list are Regional Shows 
where you will have a chance to win a Tuggle Award or a Mini Bronze 
Ribbon. Not many shows added the newly created miniature classes 
to their shows in 2009, but perhaps this year more will. If you are a 
miniature grower or hybridizer, encourage your show chairmen to add 
these challenging classes so you have a chance at one or more of these 
new ribbons.#

Judges refresher training may take many forms but should always 
provide new information, new perspectives and challenge the thinking of 
ADS accredited judges. We are working to make it easier to get refresher 
course experiences. Individuals who are in need of refresher training in the 
next 2 years have been contacted and reminded of this. 

Because there are so many quality presentations at the national 
convention, we will be working with the convention program chairs to 
identify scheduled presentations which can be attended for refresher credit 
rather than having a separate refresher course. At least 2 presentations will 
be put forth by the program chair and scrutinized for merit and viability. 
Although these presentations will be open to all convention goers, ADS 
judges can sign up and pay the standard $3.00 fee to get refresher training 
credit. This plan will go into effect next spring in Murphy California. 

Guidelines for refresher training are also being clarified. According 
to ADS guidelines, refresher courses must be coordinated by an accredited 
ADS judge instructor. However, under the guidance of judge instructors, 
other judges or known experts in specialized aspects of daffodil showing 
and growing may actively participate. A panel format is ideal in that it 
incorporates multiple perspectives on a given topic and provides an 
open forum for discussion. Regardless of the format, refreshers courses 
should be interactive. The audience should be actively involved. Straight 
lectures should be avoided, unless Q &A is incorporated. Brief outlines for 
refresher courses including names of participants, target audience, date, 
location and time must be submitted at least one month in advance of the 
event for approval by Scott Bally, (scott. bally@gallaudet.edu).

They go to more shows, win 
more ribbons, and some even think about being a judge, to learn more, 
or because they realize that good judges are needed for the middle of the 
pyramid to function properly. 

Then a curious, inventive few, in the rarified atmosphere near the spire 
of the pyramid, realize, “I could make a few crosses.” The hybridizers, 
fewer in number, aspire to reach a higher point. But they still need everyone 
below, to say, “Oh my!” or “Where can I buy one?” 

The building blocks of the Egyptian pyramids were forever fixed, 
while we can move up or down, as it suits our age or changing inclinations. 

And their pyramids could never be any bigger. 

Ours can, if we always member that the base has got to grow larger if 
the peak is to reach higher. ^

My interest in hybridising tazettas began in the early 1970’s when I 
discovered a flower stem with several seed pods attached. The cultivar 
that produced these seed heads was an old tazetta called ‘Bathurst’. I 
collected and sowed the seed, obtained other winter flowering tazettas 
and collected more seed. As a person who dislikes the winter months, I 
appreciated the warm colours and lovely scent during that time. One of my 
all time favourite daffodils is ‘Soleil d’Or’. I think its colour and glorious 
scent was a major factor in my developing a love of tazettas. However, 
these winter tazettas, while heralding the promise of spring with warmer 
temperatures and the arrival of the more traditional daffodils, are but a 
memory by the time daffodil shows are underway. 

When ‘Matador’ became available at a reasonable price, I bought 
bulbs and started doing some crosses. However, I could see that I needed 
some more parents that flowered during the main exhibition flowering 
period in New Zealand, that is September. There appeared to be no suitable 
candidates. Nothing set seed as far as I was aware. In the late 1980’s John 
Hunter suggested I use the very old variety called ‘Grand Monarque’, as 
this had set seed for him. He explained that I would have to open up the 
florets as the stigmas were included in the corollary tube. Armed with 
this knowledge, a whole new emphasis resulted and the winter flowering 
tazettas were relegated to the background. 

Up until 1990 I had also been undertaking crosses between daffodils 
from mainly Divisions 2 and 3.1 had raised some useful seedlings, but the 
parents I was using were not the latest and greatest, and my flowers could 
not compete with those of Spud Brogden, John Hunter, Peter Ramsay and 
others. I decided then that I would concentrate on tazettas and with the 
addition of bulbs of ‘Avalanche’ to my very small armoury, I set forth 
where others feared to tread. Over the ensuing years I learned why so few 
people attempted to hybridise tazettas and why those that did try, often 
pulled the plug when the successes were hard to come by. 

Why are tazettas so hard to breed? Simply, their chromosomes. 
Most modern daffodils are tetraploids with four matching sets of seven 
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chromosomes. Because of these matching sets they are able to produce 
viable pollen and ovules and seed set is generally easy to achieve. The 
tazettas are oddities. Not only do they not have sets of seven chromosomes, 
there are two groups of species, one with sets of ten chromosomes and one 
with eleven. Hybridists have complicated things further by undertaking all 
manner of crosses between tazettas and other daffodils and between the 
two groups of tazettas. The result has been a collection of hybrids with an 
array of different chromosome numbers. The vast majority of them ca nn ot 
produce viable gametes, because of the odd combinations of chromosomes 
in their cells. 

I did not understand this situation fully when I set out on my new 
path, blithely dabbing pollen from a variety of Div. 2 and 3 daffodils and 
the odd poet, onto the stigmas of‘Grand Monarque’ and ‘Avalanche’. The 
first seedling flower was eagerly awaited in the spring of 1995. It was from 
the cross of ‘Grand Monarque’ with the pollen of ‘My Word’. It was no 
world beater, had no sign of pink in the corona, but it did have four florets 
and growth characteristic of its seed parent. I was spurred on with the 
knowledge that I could obtain some viable seed from ‘Grand Monarque’ 
and ‘Avalanche’, despite the fact that they each had the odd number of 31 
chromosomes. I compensated for the naturally low level of seed set, by 
pollenating large numbers of florets. 

To me, the year 1998 was a turning point. I staged a maiden entry of 
six tazetta seedlings in a class for six seedlings raised by exhibitor at the 
North Island National. I was quite proud of this entry and it elicited praise 
from other growers. One seedling in particular (GMX-25), took the eye of 
Dutch visitor Wim Temmers, who was keen to obtain ‘the stock’, which 
of course at that time was one bulb. But a greater thrill awaited me on my 
return home. A trip to the seedling beds led to the discovery of the first 
flower stem of ‘Fencourt Jewel’. I realised the significance of this flower 
as soon as I set eyes on it, and it will no doubt be the flower my name will 
forever be associated with. 

So what have I been doing in the years since 1998? Hybridising tazettas 
leads one on a never ending learning curve. One reads the literature and the 
notes and letters of other hybridisers. One has to develop new strategies 
and be on the lookout for any new opportunities. I have been doing that in 
the last eleven years and despite increasing age, I am excited at the many 
possibilities still there to explore. What avenues am I currently pursuing?

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1) -1 am continuing to hybridise ‘Grand Monarque’ and ‘Avalanche’ 
with pollen from Div. 2 and 3 flowers that exhibit the characteristics that I 
hope to impart in their progeny. I am also increasingly using poet pollen as 
it gives progeny with more and generally neater florets. 

2) - I am continuing to use pollen from other late winter flowering 
tazettas with white and yellow perianths and coronas of deep yellow and 
orange, on to ‘Avalanche’ and ‘Grand Monarque’ and on to some of their 
non-poetaz progeny, to hopefully provide an even wider range of parents 
and genetic material to breed from. Practically all of these pollen parents 
are now my own seedlings, selected for the strength and clarity of their 
colours and their corona form. 

3) - I am increasingly using my own seedlings as seed and pollen 
parents. All of these are non-poetaz tazettas, the true multiheads. The vast 
majority have included stigmas and like their seed parents, they rarely set 
seed if left to their own devices. 

4) - Up until this year I avoided using those seedlings with exserted 
stigmas (where the stigma is visible), as they often have a tendency to self 
pollinate. However, a number of these seedlings are quite fertile and I have 
decided that I could be missing something by not using them. Instead of 
spending time pulling flowers apart, I will instead spend about the same 
t im e removing anthers before they dehisc. 

5) - Since 2007, I have been very interested in a group of seedlings 
and their progeny, which all trace their ancestry back to a rather plain 
tazetta yet to be named, which seems to be able to pass on to some of its 
descendents, soft yellow perianths. I used the pollen from this flower onto 
‘Grand Monarque’ in 1994. The resulting seedlings were vigorous growers 
and a number were selected. My interest in this group is fueled by my lack 
of seedlings with yellow perianths. 

While hybridizing tazettas is my passion I also dabble on the margins 
with poets, jonquils and intermediates. I obviously appreciate small flowers 
more than the large ones. I have always appreciated the purity of colours 
of poets. My limited work with jonquils has been with ‘Limequilla’. 
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Wilf Hall has chosen from 
his photos some of his best 
new tazettas, presented 
along with Wilf's 
impressions.

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Some tazetta favourites of my own raising: 

‘Fencourt Jewel’ would have to be on the list, simply because of its 
colour and its success on the show bench, having been chosen six times as 
Premier Div. 8 at national shows. 

AVX-27 (AVX denotes an ‘Avalanche’ seedling; 

GMX a ‘Grand Monarque’ seedling.) One raised from pollen of the 
N.Z. raised poet. 

‘Rondo’. Back to back Premier Div. 8 at our North Island shows 2008 
and 2009. The 2009 stem had 11 florets. Nice form but the colour can be 
variable with some flowers having more orange in the corona. 

AVX-155 (pollen parent ‘Pismo Beach’) Maiden flower 2009. Good 
perianth substance typical of ‘Avalanche’ seedlings, with pale cream 
coronas having an outer band of soft pink. 

AVX-21 Nothing out of the ordinary as it looks just like its seed parent 
(pollen parent unknown) but for coronas in a deep yellow that does not 
fade. Has spectacular growth and sets seed though the set can be variable. 
Registration underway. 

GMX-239 (seedling pollen parent) Nice form and rich gold coronas. A 
distinct improvement on its seed parent. 

AVX-108 (seedling pollen parent) Forms a nice ball head of florets. 
Florets nicely formed but smaller than those of its seed parent. Colouring 
the same. 

G0-1 (8Y-Y) This selection came from one of the seedlings raised 
from that 1994 cross noted earlier. I kept no record of which seedling 
the seed was collected from. Strong grower with rather small but very 
neat florets in a pale yellow colour with green eyes. So far has shown a 
reluctance to become a parent, but some of its sister seedlings are obliging. 

‘Nickelodeon’. Always an eyecatcher with its icy white florets. Often 
rough at the beginning of the season, but late flowers off side bulbs are 
often a lot smoother. 

Hybridising tazettas is not for the faint-hearted. It involves hours of 
painstaking work for small rewards. My friend John McTennan, says I 
have the patience of Job, but my joints are beginning to complain. Seed 
set is often poor and variable. Germination rates can also be poor and the 
survival rate from seed to bulbs lifted at two years is generally lower than 
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50%. However, there are rewards for persistence. It is a thrill for me to see 
others exhibiting my ‘babies’ with success at shows and this is happening 
more and more as stocks build up. It is also a thrill to see them get to the 
top table - 14 of the last 20 premier tazettas at national shows in N.Z. 
have come from my stable. The hours of painstaking work have certainly 
reaped rewards. 0

Most of us remember the single event in our lives when we caught 
“daffodil fever.” For Bill Welch, it was January, 1972 when he was 13 
years old. ‘Chinese Sacred Lily’ tazettas had been planted around one 
of the oak trees long before his family’s new home was built in Carmel 
Valley. The Welch family had just moved into the house in 1971 and Bill 
noted these flowers’ scent. To this day, he says it is the finest scent he 
has ever smelled. His mother remembered tazettas from her childhood 
in southern California and referred to them as “jonquils.” Bill was very 
impressed with the fact that these flowers were thriving on their own, with 
no watering or weeding, along with the added bonus that gophers and deer 
did not bother the bulbs. 

In the Beginning... 

In his early days, Bill tried growing various other bulbous plants, such 
as lilies and gladiolus, but found that they all too often would give him 
grief. The lilies rotted during the winter and the gophers loved the gladiolus. 
He needed to feel a sense of security that his bulbs, more like his children, 
would be back to greet him each year, something he could count on. 

Spurred on by his interest in the ‘Chinese Sacred Tily’, Bill investigated 
the possibility of obtaining more tazetta varieties...and found virtually 
none - there were pathetically few available. To find out more, Bill 
contacted Les Hannibal in Fair Oaks, California, and read a number of his 
articles. Thus, he became aware of the catastrophic loss of tazetta varieties 
that had occurred over time. This was quite a revelation knowing that 
hundreds of tazetta varieties were readily available in the 1800’s and very 
early 1900’s. Bill could not find anyone who was actively addressing this 
problem, either collecting bulbs from old gardens or actively hybridizing 
new cultivars from among the very few varieties still in existence. 

Being a self-proclaimed daffodil “nerd” as a teenager, Bill had plenty 
of time during high school to establish a noteworthy tazetta collection. He 
started his bulb collection with the ‘Chinese Sacred Lily’ that were already 
naturalized on his home property. In the fall of 1972, he acquired ‘Erlicheer’ 
and ‘Golden Dawn’ from Grant Mitsch, along with some French-grown 
paper whites and some of the very few miscellaneous tazettas that were 
available back then. During the bloom season, he collected more tazettas 
from old gardens in the Santa Cruz, California area. This collection was 
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largely completed by the time he graduated from high school in 1976. 
To the best of his knowledge, it is the most genetically diverse tazetta 
collection in the world! 

Big Plans 

Mid-way through high school. Bill informed his parents that 
hybridizing, growing, and selling tazettas was going to be his lifelong 
occupation. By the end of high school, it was clear to Bill that he needed 
a job that did not require a precise schedule, all day every day. He also 
discovered, that if he was going to hybridize tazettas, he needed to be 
able to make repeat pollinations on a daily basis. This enabled him to 
get seeds with a degree of reliability, especially from the polyploids. He 
needed to be home every day. He knew he needed to be in the field during 
the middle of the day on any day of the week when it was warm enough 
for the crosses to take place successfully. Also, he wanted to be there in 
succeeding days for repeat pollination, which would be essential for the 
successful formation of seed. It made no sense to Bill that he should have a 
world-class collection and be deprived from making use of it due to some 
form of a “day job.” 

So, he started building up stocks of a number of cultivars while 
still in high school. In January 1979, he bought 10,000 ‘Erlicheer’ from 
Harrison’s in New Zealand, as well as many bulbs of ‘Grand Primo’ and 
other commercially available tazettas. 

When Bill first started growing tazettas, with only a few varieties in 
existence, it was impossible to produce a steady stream of blooms from 
October thru March/April. He realized that in a viable flower business, 
there needed to be more tazetta cultivars developed, to support a steady cut 
flower production over a long period of time. 

In the California warm, dry-summer climate, tazettas grow prolifically 
because they are drought-resistant and will thrive in any type of soil. 
Tazettas, as a group, have an exceptionally long blooming season: from 
September/October through March/April. In Bill’s opinion, tazettas are by 
far the most desirable cut flower because they have the widest, and best 
range of fragrances. His motto, validated by his years of sales experience 
at the farmers markets is, “If it smells, it sells.” 

Initially, Bill cut and sold his tazettas to local florists, but this took too 
much time just to deliver orders. So, he began to sell only to a couple of 
local wholesalers, and eventually started going to farmers markets where 
he could sell flowers and bulbs directly to the public. Eventually, as his 
bulb quantity increased, Bill set up a “pick your own flowers” business at 
his field in Carmel Valley. 
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It’s Bill's experience, that from a commercial standpoint, there is no 
other flower in our Northern California climate that has as many good 
characteristics and as few bad ones as do tazettas. In Bill’s opinion, there 
are no other plants as easy to grow, work with and harvest commercially 
- not even the amaryllis belladonna hybrids, which are Bill’s secondary 
interest and co mm ercial crop. 

Hybridizing Goals 

Bill is known worldwide for his tazetta hybridizing and to date has 
36 daffodils registered with the RHS. With the exception of ‘Mogley’s 
Favorite’ 7 O-R, all of Bill’s registrations are tazettas. Many of Bill’s 
daffodils are named after his friends. 

Interestingly, five of his tazettas are named for Maori numbers one 
thru four. Bill sent tazetta seeds to Max Hamilton in New Zealand. Max 
grew and evaluated the seedlings and registered five tazettas using the 
Maori numbering system for the first four integers. Since the Maori word 
for five was already named for a daffodil in the RHS registry, Max named 
the last one, ‘Fifth One’. 

Hybridizing tazettas was Bill’s greatest early interest. He started with 
a few crosses in the summer of 1979, using bulbs that had been imported 
that spring from Lindsay Dettman in Australia, such as ‘Odoratus’ and 
‘Grand Monarque’. In the winter of 1980/1981, he made the first significant 
number of crosses, mostly crossing many tazetta pollens onto ‘Avalanche’ 
and ‘Grand Monarque’. One of these was to become ‘Avalanche of Gold’. 

Bill believes he may be one of the few in the USA who hybridizes 
with a focus for commercial and garden usefulness, that is for “functional” 
purposes rather than for aesthetic perfection. His hybridizing goals do not 
include breeding exhibition daffodils. However, when his daffodils do arrive 
on the show bench they are awarded ribbons in today’s daffodil shows! 

When developing his hybridizing goals. Bill saw that there were 
many breeders working with the other daffodil divisions. He believed 
there is much to be done to make full use of the tazettas’ garden potential. 
He realized that he had an unique opportunity, since not many daffodil 
hybridizers live in a mild climate, suitable for tazetta breeding (tazettas 
wifi not set seed in the cold). 

Daffodil Mentors 

Like many of us. Bill was fortunate to have “daffodil mentors.” Some 
of Bill’s mentors are in the “Who’s Who” of the daffodil world! After 
initial contacts with Alec Gray and Grant Mitsch, Bill was referred to Les 
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Hannibal and Barbara Fry. Over the years, he corresponded with Barbara 
while she held a position at the Rosewarne Experimental Horticulture 
Station. It was at this time Barbara was starting to breed for yellow tazettas 
to supplement or replace ‘Soleil d’Or’. Later, when she began working on 
white- perianth tazettas. Bill helped to contribute material to her collection. 
Unfortunately, although it has been 30-40 years since the original crosses 
were made at Rosewarne, only a few of her tazetta cultivars are now 
available. A number of her seedlings have been named but many seem to 
be held very closely for commercial purposes by a consortium of growers 
in the Isles of Scilly. 

The future for tazettas 

Today, Bill is determined that the tazettas not be turned into another 
pampered show flower. Bill believes the practical improvements we should 
be working on in breeding are largely things a show cannot measure. For 
example, how can a show demonstrate earliness or lateness of bloom? 
Cultivars which excel in these seasons are unlikely to be found in a show 
because out of necessity most shows occur near the midpoint in the season. 
Also how can a show measure lasting quality, popularity of the specific 
fragrance the flower possesses, and resistance to basal rot and other 
diseases? In hybridizing. Bill values plant vigor (both under commercial 
growing conditions as well as under conditions of garden neglect) and 
vase life once cut - areas that are near and dear to Bill’s heart. 

When asked which of his tazettas is his favorite. Bill’s reply was 
quick, “it would be different ones in different years, mostly depending 
on which ones perform the best in that particular year or, should I say, 
happened to bloom when the weather is most conducive. All my tazettas 
can do well, or I would not have named them in the first place.” [Writer’s 
Note: One of my favorites here in the Pacific Region is ‘Autumn Colors 
Group’. These are great prolific bloomers and set seed quite easily. One of 
Bill’s seedlings from the ‘Autumn Colors Group’, when flowering for the 
first t im e in 2009, had 44 florets on one stem!] 

Recognized internationally as a leading tazetta expert. Bill freely 
shares his knowledge on DafiNet and by contributing identification 
clarification on DaffSeelc. He supports the Northern California Daffodil 
Society and daffodil-planting projects at schools within California with 
generous gifts of daffodil bulbs. 

Bill’s business is aptly named, “Bill the Bulb Baron”, because by 
building up large commercial stocks of tazettas and hybridizing new 
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tazetta varieties, this is what Bill has become! Despite the large amount 
of time he devotes to his business, he attends many events in Northern 
California. 

As a speaker on daffodils in the garden, Bill is in high demand with 
Garden Clubs and makes room in his schedule to support their programs. 
If you are in Northern California, check out Bill’s website (www. 
billthebulbbaron.com) to see which farmers markets he plans to attend. 
He sells cut flowers and bulbs as far north as Oakland, and to the south as 
far as Monterey. Meet him there! 

Looking into the future. Bill wants his life to have lasting significance, 
an importance extending beyond his lifespan. He knows that a good tazetta 
variety can live on for years, and end up in literally millions of gardens 
worldwide. For example, those very same ‘Chinese Sacred Lilies’ in 
his childhood home garden were a clone that has been around for over 
a thousand years. Surely, there is a need for new tazetta varieties and a 
golden opportunity to make his mark in the world. If Bill has his way, he 
will develop tazetta varieties that will provide blooms year round! But 
more importantly. Bill’s goal is to help restore tazetta daffodils to their 
rightful glory! 0

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My Thoughts and Dreams for Tazettas 

Bill Welch 

Santa Cruz, CA 

When first starting my collection of tazettas, in the early 1970’s, I 
was startled by the lack of tazetta varieties available. After all, there were 
hundreds of tazetta varieties available at the turn of the century. It would 
have been beneficial if even one person had been interested enough to 
maintain a substantial collection of these older tazetta varieties from around 
1914 until the late 1940’s. This is when I decided it would be necessary 
for me to take on collecting these older tazettas myself. However, too 
much time had already passed and most of the old varieties were long lost. 
No one was alive who remembered, or had even heard, of most of these 
older tazettas. So, I would have to take the few surviving remnants and 
try to develop out of them some latent diversity. Thus began my focus on 
hybridizing tazettas. 

In terms of hybridizing, I am determined that tazettas do not evolve 
into a “show flower.” The criteria for exhibition daffodils and co mm ercial 
daffodils are worlds apart. Speaking from a commercial point of view, 
we want cut flowers with a wide range of seasons and a wonderful long- 
lasting scent. These are not important attributes for exhibition daffodils. 
Certainly, a “People’s Choice” award would be a good start to have as a 
class in a show. 

Tet me give an example. After all these years that ‘Matador’ has been 
available, how many breeders have crossed its pollen onto a broad range 
of all the numerous varieties of daffodils in their collections? What great 
potential there is with this flower...but, breeders for exhibition daffodils 
will not use ‘Matador’ as a parent very often. Some reasons are, in addition 
to “roughness” issues with ‘Matador’ offspring (not a concern to the non¬ 
show hybridizer like myself), the resulting offspring are likely to often have 
only one or two florets. In the show world, exhibitors may say a hybrid 
with two florets does not fit the “tazetta”’ definition. I say that we humans 
seem to love to hold back our progress with rules and definitions! I believe 
a beautiful flower is still a beautiful flower, regardless of the criteria for 
winning blue ribbons. And I do know what is useful to humanity as a 
whole, from seeing what appeals to the literally thousands of customers I 
have sold flowers to in the farmers’ markets over many years. 

At this time, I would like to share with you an explanation of some of 
the parent material I am working with, and after that some of my results: 
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First, an important discovery, contrary to much published information 
in China and elsewhere. The well-known variety, ‘Chinese Sacred Lily’, 
which I commonly refer to as ‘Single Chinese’, is NOT STERILE. It has 
the fertility level typical for a triploid, a few seeds of varying sizes per 
pod, but MUST be re-pollinated 2-3 days in a row, during weather at least 
in temperatures in the 70’s, to get any seed. 

During the 1980’s, I did a lot of work treating twin-scales with 0.1% 
colchicine. From this, I developed successful conversions of ‘Chinese 
Sacred Lily’, ‘Newton’, ‘Cragford’, my first (‘Autumn Colors Group’ 
x ‘Paper White’), my (‘Newton’ x wild form from ‘Delos’, Greece), 
‘Australian Paper White’, and at least one other form of ‘Paper White’. 

The tetraploid form of ‘Australian Paper White’ is an incredible 
improvement upon the original diploid form. The flowers are much larger, 
they have vastly better substance, and seem much more rounded in shape 
as well. This is the most likely pollen parent (otherwise it was another 
tetraploid ‘Paper White’) of ‘Torn’ and the other siblings registered by 
Max Hamilton in New Zealand. Max grew them from a quantity of seed 
I sent him one year from ‘Autumn Colors Group’ x various pollens, the 
tetraploid paper whites being the only tetraploid pollens used that time. 

Last year, I flowered my first seedling from ‘Autumn Colors Group’ 
x hexaploid ‘Chinese Sacred Lily’, creamy with golden cup. This year 
another has bloomed also. This is light yellow with light orange cup, both 
flowering in December 2008. Then a third has flowered in early January 
2009. This third one is by far the best as there are already 3 flowering 
shoots, as well as a couple more side-shoots. Like the other two, they have 
large florets with a thick wide crown of the Chinese type, and very heavy 
substance. They have very abundant pollen and inherit the incredible scent 
of the Chinese type. 

‘Bright Spot’, although a back-cross of ‘Matador’ with the poet or 
Division 3 W-R type, bears abundant fertile pollen. I have bred ‘ Jojo’ from 
‘Altruist’ x ‘Bright Spot’—really an amazing late-blooming plant, like a 
glorified ‘Bright Spot’, this is later, larger and taller in all respects, with 
more yellow in the perianth and a much more intense color in the cup. It 
is very distinct from any I have bred using ‘Matador’ or ‘Yellow Butterfly’ 
pollen onto Division 3’s. 

As I make crosses, these are some of the goals I keep in mind: 

Tetraploidy: 

I am working for more widespread tetraploidy in tazettas, just as we 
see in the modem hybrid daffodils. Tetraploid plants have larger florets, 
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thicker substance to improve lasting quality, and the ability to give fertile 
offspring in crosses with regular daffodils. 

Different fragrances: 

Certain varieties, such as ‘Chinese Sacred Lily’, and related wild 
forms, especially from the eastern Mediterranean, have a range of 
exceptionally nice fragrances. Currently these are all bicolors—white with 
a golden yellow cup. I would like to breed this scent into the yellows as 
well as into the ‘Matador’ hybrids. 

Doubles: 

First, some bad news...’Golden Rain’ when used as a pollen parent 
onto other tazettas usually (but luckily not always) gives either singles 
or “bullheads”. Normally, I used ‘Golden Rain’ on diploids such as the 
‘Autumn Colors Group’. Bullheads are deformed monstrosities that are 
mostly or entirely green in color with no scent and make huge buds of 
countless petaloids that do not open. I have seen this deformity occur 
very rarely in other varieties, twice in my life as a mutation in ‘Double 
Chinese’, and it is reported to occur occasionally in commercial stocks of 
‘Cheerfulness’. 

And now for some very GOOD news. ‘Constantinople’ routinely bears 
powdery, fertile pollen on the tips of the many little segments in its tightly 
filled double center, and often some fairly normal anthers down in the tube as 
well. So far, I have flowered a couple of seedlings for the first time this year, 
from crossing onto the ‘Autumn Colors Group’. These appear to be diploid, 
so should be fertile. These also bore abundant pollen and had normal-looking 
stigmas as well. These were picked to facilitate pollen collection so I won’t 
know about actual seed-fertility until next year. 

I am fortunate that ‘Erlicheer’, especially when newly planted, often 
bears florets with two or three good anthers in the center. This year I 
have been using this pollen onto ‘Matador’ as well as onto numerous true 
tazettas. I have one seedling that appears to be from ‘Matador’ x ‘Erlicheer’ 
which is quite promising. 

Larger clusters: 

One of the ‘Autumn Colors Group’ seedlings flowering for the first 
time this year had 44 florets on the stem - this was not merely a case of 
fasciation with 2 stems grown together either! 
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Giant yellow versions of the ‘Grand Monarque’/’Avalanche’ type 
and deeper yellows of the ‘Sugar Cups’ or ‘Avalanche of Gold’ type are 
definitely needed. 

Very intense orange-yellow perianths with orange-red cups: 

These are a very welcome sight on a cloudy or rainy autumn day when 
customers want to see flowers with a brilliancy of color! The true ‘Soleil 
d’Or’ is not the most intense color possible in the true tazettas. ‘Princess 
Hallie’s Gold’ has a more intense color in the perianth and I have seedlings 
that are deeper colored than that and which also have a very good intense 
orange-red in the cup. Not counting ‘Royal Connection’ and others with 
mixed ancestry, the potential is great for intense colors, as the genes are 
certainly there in ‘Soleil d’Or’ and in the ‘Autumn Colors Group’. And the 
seed-fertility present in ‘Royal Connection’, ‘Joy’s Favorite’, and some of 
my other unnamed yellow/orange ‘Matador’ crosses is a good way to get 
larger floret size into this coloration as well. 

Earliness: 

For example, I picked the first ‘Autumn Colors Group’ this year on 
September 10, and now 4 months later in January, other clones of this 
cultivar are still coming into bloom as the first group winds down. A long 
flower season at the markets is critical and it helps sell bulbs as well. I 
would like to get the ‘Matador’ genes into the very earliest time frame. 
Currently, the first that I see are ‘Marisol’ starting its first crop of bloom 
by late October, finishing its second crop in mid January, along with ‘Joy’s 
Favorite’, which also customarily starts in October (some years established 
bulbs, even without watering, have started in August!) and has very nice 
secondary stems still present in mid January. 

Tall stems: 

Cold weather and first-year planting (or late planting) can cause 
horribly short stems in tazettas, especially ‘Erlicheer’, and overly short 
stems here are known (not affectionately I might add!) as “twerps”, as 
they are hated at all stages of the process, picking, bunching, and by the 
ultimate customer as well who feels they are not getting their money’s 
worth. A big tall stem like on ‘Sugar Cups’ or the ‘Matador’ hybrids is 
what is wanted. Miniatures are definitely not of interest, neither to me nor 
the customer, so I am breeding for the opposite. The only smallish thing I 
bother to grow is ‘Odoratus’, for its unique scent, but it is inefficient as it 
takes a lot more of them to make a decent-sized bunch! 
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Large florets: 

Some of my second generation ‘Avalanche’ hybrids, bred from ‘Hilary 
Marea’, can be over 2 inches in floret size, but most true tazettas don’t get 
much over about 1 3/4”, which is still quite good, and the average floret 
size in the newer batches of the ‘Autumn Colors Group’ is vastly bigger 
than it was just a couple of generations earlier. However, the ‘Matador’ 
hybrids tend to be noticeably larger; they make quite an impact with their 
tall stems and often more colorful cups. Large florets are definitely a 
characteristic worth breeding for. 

I have a truly huge crop of seeds from the ‘Autumn Colors Group’ this 
year, from the latest generation which are by far the best, so would like to 
make these available to others who wish to try their hand at hybridizing 
tazettas. They can also go overseas at recipient’s risk.

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Tazettas 50° North

That tazetta narcissi, natives of warm Mediterranean climes, thrive in 
West Cornwall and the Isles of Scilly, at 50°north, is remarkable, bearing 
in mind that this line runs through Winnipeg, Vancouver Island and Kiev 
in Russia. Let us hope that the warm North Atlantic Conveyor continues 
to bless us here as it has done down the ages. 

True tazettas demand a relatively frost-free winter and a warm 
Mediterranean summer to ripen the bulbs and ensure flower initiation. As 
a race of daffodils, with these limitations, they have been referred to as 
the ‘Cinderella of all the divisions’ and few breeders have been attracted 
to them. This is despite the fact that ancient trade routes distributed them 
from the old-world of the Mediterranean as far as China and in many 
countries they had religious significance. 
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At the end of World War II the British Gove rnm ent invested in building 
up the country’s food producing capacity by establishing two chains of 
development stations, one for agriculture and one for horticulture. The 
author of this article began his horticultural career at one of these, located 
near Stratford-on-Avon, in the Midlands and was involved in fruit trials. 
After several other postings he moved to Rosewarne in West Cornwall 
in 1969. Being wet and windy, there is not much fruit there but, with 
its mild climate, it continues an important area for vegetable and flower 
production, especially narcissus. 

An immediate colleague at Rosewarne was Barbara Fry, a person with 
so extensive a knowledge of daffodils one could not help but absorb her 
enthusiasm and dedication. Barbara was then already 4 years into a breeding 
programme seeking early flowering daffodils. This was initially based on 
the, little known, but remarkably early-flowering cultivar, ‘Rijnveld’s Early 
Sensation’, which despite its Dutch Registration was raised in England. Its 
parentage is not known. Later, several other objectives were added to the 
programme, since when it would be no exaggeration to say that the British 
daffodil industry continues to be transformed by the Rosewarne stocks 
many of which are early flowering and most basal rot resistant, at least 
under UK conditions. 

By 1967, the Ministry of Agriculture still had a paternal attitude to 
horticultural production and it was persuaded that the industry in the Isles 
of Scilly, based on the growing of tazettas, principally ‘Grand Soleil d’Or’, 
had very different needs from those of the mainland daffodil crop. The 
Isles, 28 miles off the Cornish coast, have a uniquely balmy climate and 
a gritty, granitic soil and so provide the frost freedom and warm summer 
soils required by these bulbs. A small sub-station of Rosewarne was set up 
on the island of St. Marys specifically to study ‘Soleil d’Or’ and its little 
understood relatives in Division 8. 

This marked the beginning of a period of considerable progress with 
cultural trials in the Isles and with Barbara Fry extending her breeding 
interests to the tazetta family. 

On the cultural side a traditional practice on the Isles of burning- 
over the bulb fields in summer, which improves growth and advances the 
ensuing crop, required an explanation. The practice dates from early in the 
20 th century and, before the advent of herbicides, was used to clean the 
land. Though a laborious business requiring the spreading and burning of 
straw, furze trimmings (Ulex) or bracken (Pteridium), the effect was very 
worthwhile since it advanced flowering by 10-14 days, an important factor 
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at a time when the earliest flowers sent to London made high returns. 
There were, of course, no imported flowers in those days! Another crop 
on which burning was employed was Dutch Iris where similar advantages 
were demonstrated. 

A series of trials studying soil temperatures, soil moisture and potash 
content of the ash produced no positive leads and the burning-over 
phenomenon remained a puzzle to both British and Dutch researchers for 
some time. The issue was finally resolved when Hideo Imanishi in Japan 
reported that tazetta narcissi, irises and freesia corms stored in smokey 
buildings produced rapid and improved growth. Today, in Scilly, a tazetta 
crop may remain un-lifted for up to 5 years and can be advanced or retarded 
according to need to produce flowers over a six-month flower season. The 
earliest flowers are picked in September by applying advancing treatment 
to the earliest varieties such as ‘Paper White’ whilst the latest flowers in 
March are from retarded ‘Avalanche’ and ‘Golden Dawn’. During the 
middle season in addition to ‘Soleil d’Or’, important varieties are ‘Grand 
Primo’, ‘Island Pride’, ‘Erlicheer’, ‘Silver C him es’ and several of the 
‘Matador’ hybrids. The virus-tested ‘Soleil d’Or’, produced in the UK, 
is still being retained under quarantine conditions and issued as a feeder 
stock to insure against the virus deterioration that occurred around the 
middle of the last century. 

Advancing employs solar heat from clear polythene coverage beneath 
which smoke is pumped in early su mm er This is followed by buming-off 
the crop debris using propane gas burners. Smoke and burning are not 
used in retarding. For this, late summer and autumn polythene coverage, 
which keeps the ground hot and dry, depriving the bulbs of autumn rains, 
delays growth. Soleil d’Or is still the principal variety and responds well to 
both advancing and retarding so giving it a 3 month season. The work on 
what we called ‘in situ’ advancing and retarding proved very profitable for 
Island growers. The role of smoke, containing ethylene and other gasses 
is particularly interesting. The phenomenon is seen at its most dramatic in 
many South African geophytes which often only flower following bush 
fires. The evolutionary response to fire is clearly very important in fire- 
prone habitats and though the effect is much less dramatic in tazettas it is 
clearly present to some extent. It is worth stating here that smoke has no 
effect upon standard daffodils and warmth above 20°C generally increases 
basal rot problems, something that tazettas resist. 

Meanwhile, at Rosewarne, Barbara Fry, ever an active correspondent 
with daffodil enthusiasts throughout the world, conferred frequently 
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with Bill Welch of Carmel Valley, L. Hannibal of Fair Oaks and New 
Zealand growers from whom she acquired a few bulbs of ‘Autumn Sol’, 
an October flower. There was frequent exchange of bulbs, seed and 
pollen with growers and breeders and it was through a close, but all too 
brief an association, with Harry Tuggle, Jr. of Virginia that she learned 
of the exceptional qualities of ‘Matador’. Harry Tuggle himself admitted 
that he had problems with tazettas and poetaz at Blue Ridge and yet his 
contribution was considerable in producing results at Rosewarne, which, 
sadly, he never saw. 

The two cultivars, ‘Autumn Sol’ and ‘Matador’, together with 
‘Newton’, ‘French Sol’ and N. tazetta aureus formed the basis of the early 
and colourful seedlings which followed. Progress was initially slow, due to 
low seed production but in 1969 there was a good set and events gathered 
pace when Barbara switched to raising the plants under heated glass. With 
year-round warmth and constant watering it was found that there was no 
dormancy or cool requirement. This may have been the first time this had 
been done. 

Today, some 30 years later ‘Innisidgen’ (‘French Sol’ x ‘Autumn Sol’), 
a flower not unlike that of ‘Soleil d’Or’ supplies the first flowers of the 
season. From Harry Tuggle’s executors came seeds and bulbs, of‘Matador’ 
x ‘Soleil d’Or’ crosses, amongst which we subsequently registered ‘Hugh 
Town’, the capital town of the Isles of Scilly, ‘Martinsville’ (Harry 
Tuggle’s home), ‘Royal Connection’, for Prince Charles, Landlord of 
the Isles, ‘Martinette’ and ‘Scilly Valentine’. Many others of ‘Matador’ 
parentage were subsequently raised by Barbara Fry before she retired in 
1987 including ‘Matador’ x N. jonquilla hybrids ‘Rosemoor Gold’ and 
‘Andrew’s Choice’, a stock which the author was privileged to select and 
name. Also, from the legacy of Harry Tuggle came a stock which may, one 
day, challenge ‘Tete-a-Tete’ in the huge garden and pot daffodil market. 
Registered by Cornish growers as ‘Cornish Chuckles’ this ‘Matador’ x N. 
cyclamineus hybrid is compact and very free flowering. 

Barbara won many awards including the British Empire Medal (BEM) 
and the American Daffodil Society Gold Medal when she attended the 
conference in California in 1981. 

Research continued until the era of Prime Min ister Mrs. Thatcher, 
when a change of government policy demanded the closure of most of 
the horticultural experimental centres in the UK. This saw the loss of 
Rosewarne in 1989 and other research centres followed. The work was 
deemed to be ‘near market’ and as such no longer the responsibility of 
government. Very recently, issues of food security are again being raised 
in the UK but the resources that once existed will be unlikely to return. 
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Fortunately, the findings of earlier research still stand and can 
illuminate some aspects of tazetta physiological. We found that, unlike 
standard daffodils, which initiate best their single flower at 17 °C in June 
/ July, tazettas need a period at 23°C to fully initiate the multiple head. 
Florets are laid down, one every few days or each week, during July / 
September and so conditions over quite a long period determine how 
many florets will form. This, in turn, determines the weight and quality 
of the stem (a low floret count equates with a light stem and vice-versa), 
an important matter in flower marketing. With bulbs in store temperature 
control presents no problem but with the ‘long-term’ cropping practised 
on Scilly the climate does not always produce optimal results. Although 
the Isles have a relatively low summer rainfall due to their low elevation, 
temperatures seldom maintain 23°C for long and cool weather with rain in 
July and August can start tazettas into growth before a good flower head 
has initiated. For this reason, polythene coverage, in addition to its other 
functions, has proved invaluable. In one experiment 8 weeks polythene 
coverage boosted the yield of ‘Paper White’ flowers ten-fold. If only all 
trials produced such results! 

Today, Isles of Scilly growers no longer have the monopoly of 
tazetta growing since with milder winters, ‘Soleil d’Or is being grown 
commercially on the Cornish mainland and in gardens offering shelter 
they are increasingly to be seen throughout much of southern England. 
Perhaps with rising interest and bright new clothes Cinderella may, one 
day, have a ball. ^

Tazettas 

Lester S. Hannibal

“Tazetta” is an Italian word meaning "‘small cup.” The tazettas are the 
most widely distributed and the oldest known forms of the entire genus 
narcissus. They grow well from the Canary Islands, along both shores of 
the Mediterranean, on through Syria, Persia, India, and as far as China and 
Japan. There is little doubt that they are the narcissus known to ancient 
writers. 

The tazettas came into garden use around the shores of the Mediterranean 
many hundreds of years before the coming of Christ. Numerous forms 
existed and some of the bulbs were conveyed into quite remote localities. 
Then in the 15 th and 16 th centuries, the Dutch and English gardeners found 
the bulbs, and their popularity soared almost as greatly as the tulip. Vast 
quantities of the bulbs were imported by the thrifty Dutch, so much so that 
many native haunts were completely denuded long before the end of the 
19 th century. In 1880 some 50 different variants had been recorded, and as 
recently as 1907 A.M. Kirby listed 75 named garden forms. Then World War 
I brought about the devastation of the flower gardens of the Channel area. 

Two harsh winters practically wiped out all tazettas from the Channel 
area. Tost stock could not be replaced. The many native colonies around 
the Mediterranean had long been stripped - just as many haunts of the wild 
daffodil are being pillaged today - and to top it off, ‘King Alfred" and 
other hardy daffodils swept into the vacuum and captured the gardeners 
by storm. Because of their hardier constitutions, the hybrid daffodils soon 
displaced the fickle, frost-sensitive tazettas in all areas but the Scilly Isles. 
Thus what we have today are the barest remnants of a vast vanishing race. 

Currently there are barely half a dozen tazetta types to be found growing 
in the United States, and only three or four of these are commonly in the 
trade. The natural habitat of the tazetta species is about the Mediterranean 
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and in Turkey, and, consequently, tazettas insist on growing conditions which 
are Mediterranean in character. There is little use in trying to fight Nature. 

Thus we find ‘White Pearl’, ‘Paper White’, and ‘Grand Primo’, (very 
co mm only called ‘Grand Monarque’ in error), all growing in the milder 
parts of the South and the Gulf area. And in the Far West, bordering the 
Pacific Ocean in Oregon, Washington, and California, the most likely 
garden types are ‘Paper White’, the Chinese ‘Grand Emperor’, ’Grand 
Primo,’ ‘Soleil d’Or,’ and occasionally the “Minor Monarque’ or italicus 
Once in a blue moon, a true ‘Grand Monarque’, the dwarf ‘Canaliculatus’ 
or a tazetta aureus may turn up. 

Introduced forms of tazettas have become naturalized in the United 
States along the South Atlantic and Gulf Coast states, and are known by 
such delightful names as “Christmas Star”, “Seventeen Sisters”, “Golden 
Dollars”, “Twin Sisters”, and “Pearl”. Other equally uncertain forms are 
found in California and came from China. 

‘Grand Monarque”, which was originally described as Hermione 
floribunda came into garden use about 200 years ago, so we have no 
means now of establishing its original habitat other than that it must have 
been from a very warm locality. The same applies to the Chinese ‘Grand 
Emperor’. True, the bulbs are Chinese in origin, but man could have carried 
them there from the eastern Mediterranean back in Marco Polo’s time.^

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Seed-Planting Depth 

Fred Silcock

The discourse on seed planting featured in last June’s issue of 
The Daffodil Journal I found particularly enjoyable. Writings on all 
facets of daffodil culture interest me, including the growing from 
seed. When it comes to planting seed, probably I’ve made more 
mistakes than most growers. 

The emphasis in the June article was on planting depth. In this 
regard, the worst mistake I ever made was to plant too shallow—less 
than half an inch, maybe nearer a quarter of an inch. I don’t detail 
what went wrong. My reasoning at the time was that in nature, seeds 
germinate and grow from the surface of the soil. This may be true, 
but in the context of what I was trying to do, the reasoning was 
faulty, for most of the seeds shed by plants, any plants, are lost due 
to their falling on ground not conducive to termination and growth. 
A nurseryman trying to grow valuable seeds in this way would soon 
go out of business. 

The question in the June article was: how deep should you plant? 
My best results have come from planting with about an inch of soil 
over the top. This top layer is of a slightly lighter or more friable 
nature than the soil underneath. 

Not all baby bulbs want to pull themselves down to three 
inches. In my conditions, more don’t than do. For bulbs that do not 
want to go a depth of around three inches, deeper planting might 
disadvantage them. This is one matter I like to leave for the plants to 
decide. Shallower planting, less than three inches, and in friable soil 
that they can easily move about in, gives them a choice. 

Tarry Force’s question on the expenditure of energy in sending up 
a shoot as compared to that required in drawing the bulb downwards 
is an interesting one. I tend to think that the plant is better served 
by being able to get its shoot above ground in the shortest possible 
time. The sooner the plant becomes nourished from both ends - the 
top by photosyntheses - the better, I believe. Two food sources are 
better than one. 
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Heaving under freezing conditions is a greater hazard for seeds 
planted more shallow than deep. Many have been the times that I’ve 
covered beds with thick shade cloth or Hessian on freezing nights; or 
next day sprayed water to settle the soil back around the seedlings. 
That was in the days when Mt. Macedon was a place of ferocious 
winter and spring frosts. These days a frost of any kind is a rarity. 

Over the inch of soil on top, I place a thin but full layer of coarse 
sand (not brick-layer’s sand, which has additives to make it “fatty”). 
A sand mass is a collection of individual units lying loosely against 
one another. Such sand is fluid, so to speak. A mass of sand is mobile 
and shock-absorbing and provides excellent protection against 
heavy rain that otherwise might dig out the seeds. 

I found that the bulbs (growing from seed) most likely to pull 
themselves down much farther than others are the cyclamineus 
hybrids. Usually I plant seeds of this kind in boxes about seven 
inches in depth. At two years, the age at which all my seedlings are 
turned out of their beds, some of these cyclamineus devils would 
have exited the boxes through the drainage holes if the sides of the 
holes hadn’t prevented them. 

Another bitter lesson learned is that young seedlings are very 
sensitive to iron deficiency that is so easily produced by the excessive 
use of lime in the soil mix. Calcium is important to healthy plant 
growth, but daffodils, particularly the very young, can be completely 
bowled over by the addition of more lime than enough. The pH liked 
best by baby seedlings is a little on the acidy side of neutral. 

In 2007, an addition to the soil mix for the first time was crushed 
charcoal. A comparative test was done and the charcoal-treated 
seedlings, appearing now as two-year-olds, show taller and stronger 
growth than those on which no charcoal was used. It was a hit or miss 
test, in boxes, and the quantity of charcoal used was not recorded. 
The amount used was generous. I used charcoal again in the entire 
seed planting last summer (December to February) and seedlings 
appearing now seem very healthy. 

There are increasing reports by scientists on the good effects 
of charcoal in soil mixes. Informative papers on charcoal may be 
found on the Internet. Some reports tell of old deposits of charcoal- 
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enriched soil “mined” in South America and spread on fields as 
fertilizer. It seems there is more to charcoal than merely black, burnt 
wood. The type of wood used might be a factor in determining the 
quality of charcoal. I make my own, from the hardwoods eucalyptus 
and acacia. A 44-gallon drum turned on its side and partly buried in 
the ground, and with earth and stones heaped around it to hold in the 
heat, makes an adequate retort. 

Care needs to be taken to ensure that the charcoal doesn’t burn to 
ash. Ash was exactly what resulted at my first try. Charcoal and ash 
are two different things. For one thing, ash is considerably alkaline. 
Small amounts of charcoal can be crushed with a homemade ram 
of one kind or another. When I want to do large amounts, I take the 
material to the local lawn-bowls club and am allowed to use one of 
the big rollers.^

Bradley Weaver, the youngest child of Karen and Tony Weaver of 
Dawsonville Georgia, has outgrown the Youth division of the Georgia 
Daffodil Society as he now enters college. But his participation in the 
Daffodil Society with his entries in the Youth section had a unique role in 
shaping his future. 

Brad’s interest in daffodils started when, at age 13, while clearing 
kudzu on their 100-acre farm, he found thousands of the historic double 
daffodil N.telamonius plenus (Van Sion). He took a few blooms to the 
Atlanta show on its last day, and Jaydee Ager and Sara Van Beck helped 
him identify it and told him to come back next year and enter the show. 
This was the start of his venture into historic daffodils, which are his 
favorites; and he began to seek out more kinds for their historic home site. 

In a thank you note Brad sent to Jaydee Ager, Sara and Tinda Van 
Beck and John Tipscomb (which I received as a forwarding), he had most 
exciting news to tell them. This past October he won first place from the 
National Future Farmers of America for Agricultural Sales. His story has 
been published in The Atlanta Journal-Constitution and the magazine 
Taste of the South. Brad had a vision at age four to grow pumpkins on 
their farm. (His parents are both teachers, not full time farmers). At age 
five he started with a roadside stand of pumpkins that has now blossomed 
into Bradley’s Pumpkin Patch. From their 100-year-old barn they sell toys 
and gifts from local Georgia craftsmen. When a nearby daylily nursery 
was going out of business Brad bought their stock and now sells both 
registered daylilies and daffodils. He also runs a landscaping crew. 

But being picked top winner by the Future Farmers of America is 
no easy task. He had stiff competition from the mega farms in Texas, 
Oklahoma and Nebraska. But this is where our dear daffodil came into 
play. As he wrote in his thank you note to his Georgia daffodil mentors: 
“one of the things that made a difference, I was told, was the fact that I had 
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award winning daffodils (he won Best Youth Bloom with ‘Bobwhite’ in 
2007) and that I had taken the time to enter them in the state competition. 
Even though most were from the Youth category, it still documented that 
I must have done something half way right and wasn't just making stuff 
up. Anyway, it’s those sorts of things you don’t think about when you’re 
just a teenager, but later on in life it seems to matter. I was glad my parents 
encouraged me to participate, but more important, that all of you took the 
time to teach me the correct way of showing daffodils so I could win.” 

Bradley plans to continue with daffodils and is hoping with his college 
studies to become an arborist. He also regularly donates his daffodil bulbs 
to the local hospital for their horticultural therapy program as well as 
planting multitudes in their landscape. He has also donated 2,000 daffodils 
to the Oakland Historic Cemetery in Atlanta. In addition, the Smith-Gilbert 
Arboretum in Kennesaw, GA received a 3,000-bulb donation from him. 
He gave the Georgia Daffodil Society 3,000 bulbs for their use at historic 
sites, hospitals, and botanic gardens and for general fundraising. 

Agriculture and land preservation will always be a part of Brad’s 
life. So will sharing his love of pumpkins with local families, church 
groups and school children that come to visit their farm. He is such a 
good influence on the local kids and I now hope he will stir your heart as 
well. You just never know how such a simple act as teaching a youth the 
basics of showing and growing daffodils might help shape a life. Go to 
his website: www.bradleyspumpkinpatch.com and you can read more of 
Bradley’s amazing story.

Writing about daffodils at the end of January in Chicago is problematic.

Add the 
debate on health care, other current news, and the fact that this is to be 
my last column as President and it makes for a tempered enthusiasm. I 
can check Daffseek for photos and info about the new bulbs I got down 
in November, later than usual for our area, and I can browse Daffnet, live 
vicariously with others’ blooms shown there, and maybe even contribute 
to the palaver. That’s some respite for the less-than-uplifting conditions. 

That’s what I told a stringer for a local newspaper in November when 
asked what gardeners do in the winter. I was pleased that she chose our 
Society, among others, to highlight in her article. But I was pretty surprised 
when a different stringer called just a few minutes ago, asking if I would 
contribute to her article on why people join garden clubs. She was calling 
after seeing my name in some Midwest Daffodil Society co nn ection The 
questions asked of me were some of the enduring themes of our Society 
and of those like ours. “Why did you get into daffodils?”, ”How many do 
you grow?”, “How many members do you have?”, She asked several I 
have pondered for a while and as recently as moments before her call: “Is 
your group growing?”, “How do you get new members?”, and “Are you a 
chapter of a national organization?” 

It hurts to give the answers to some of these. I wasn’t the first club 
representative she had spoken to, though. She followed up with what I 
already knew: “Young people seem to have so many time demands and 
are so plugged into the web for communications. How are you addressing 
that?” 

What to say? That one is still on our table, and we haven’t addressed 
it very well yet. It is tops on my SWOT list. 

What’s SWOT? It is reflecting on what we are doing well, where we 
are weak, where are the opportunities, and where should we be wary? 
Reread last month’s issue and take part in this group exercise to point the 
way for the future of this organization. Or, just send an email with your 
ideas and opinions toADS-President@daffodil.org. If there are answers to 
the questions and remedies to the implied problems, it will be up to all of 
us, working with the next President of the ADS. Thanks for tolerating and 
supporting the current one.^

Spring Grove Cemetery , Cincinnati, Ohio 

Spring Grove Cemetery and Arboretum in Cincinnati was 
chartered in 1845, and is the second largest cemetery in the nation. 
The property is 730 acres, 450 of which are developed. From the 
start, the cemetery grounds were used as an arboretum for the study 
of plants. The Cincinnati Horticultural Society annually reported the 
new varieties planted and their growth in the arboretum. By 1850, the 
horticulturists listed 4,300 ornamental plant varieties and a stock of 
11,300 nursery plants, many of which were donated. 

In 1915, the number and size of ornamental flower borders and 
beds were greatly enlarged. More flowers were introduced, particularly 
tree peonies, orchids, iris, and daffodils. The Arboretum now has a 
plant collection of over 1,200 labeled plants. This collection includes 
a mixture of trees, shrubs, and perennials and natives and non¬ 
natives. The entire property is the garden. There are several plantings 
of naturalized daffodils throughout the grounds, to which at least 500 
daffodils are now added to annually. Of particular note is a large drift 
of historic daffodils planted in the late 1800s. While daffodils were 
often planted in the Victorian period by family members within their 
family plots, this is one of the few examples of an extensive Victorian 
public planting of daffodils.

The Eudora Welty House y Jackson, Mississippi 

Readers of Eudora Welty’s fiction know that she was an avid and 
knowledgeable gardener: the names of flowers and plants - wild and 
domestic - abound in her prose and correspondence. The garden, created 
by Eudora’s mother, Chestina, and tended by Eudora for years, has been 
carefully restored to its fonner and highest gloiy, the period of 1925-1945. 
The 3 /4 acre garden features a perennial border and rose garden, reconstructed 
trellises and latticework, a woodland garden, and camellia collection. 
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Chestina worked to lay out and plant the garden according 
to the style of the day, which called for outdoor rooms and flower 
borders. Eudora loved bulbs both large and small-flowered, and the 
upper garden is filled with them. Her special favorites, camellias, are 
the major feature of the front yard garden.. She collected crocuses, 
zephranthes, surprise lilies, milk-and-wine lilies, spider lilies, her 
favorite hyacinthus or French Roman hyacinths, and many daffodils, 
ordering them both from established nurseries and from farm women 
who advertised in the Mississippi Market Bulletin. Narcissus in the 
Welty garden include ‘Campernelles’, ‘Beersheba’, ‘Sweetness’, 
‘Silver Bells’, ‘Grand Primo’, ‘Avalanche’, ‘Thalia’, ‘Twink’, and 
‘Twin Sisters’.

Filoli Center , Woodside, California 

Filoli, owned by the National Trust for Historic Preservation, is 
considered one of the finest 20th Century American country estates. 
Focated 30 miles south of San Francisco, it was built in 1915-1917 
for Mr. and Mrs. William Bowers Bourn; he was the owner of the 
Empire gold mine. The English Country estate landscape design 
boasts daffodils planted soon after construction to the present day. 
Approximately 60 varieties are grown and displayed in pots around 
the grounds, with another 140 or so varieties planted across the estate 
grounds. It is estimated there are approximately 15,000 daffodils 
enjoying the California life in this magnificent setting.

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“Unwanted Daffodil Bulbs? Never!”

Your daffodil garden looks beautiful, but it includes flowers that are 
mis-identified, not what you expected, bulbs desperately needing to be dug 
and divided, or otherwise bulbs that you do not wish to keep. And down 
the street there’s a field full of daffodils that’s about to be bulldozed and 
the owner has no desire to rescue the bulbs first. What do you do? 

Naturally, properly named bulbs can always go to your club’s bulb 
exchange table, or special projects. But the rest - the “orphans”? Whatever 
you do, do not throw them out. Plenty of folks would treasure these bulbs 
and give them loving homes in their yards, regardless of division, color 
code, name, etc. Here are some ideas: 

1. Use them for charity fund raisers. My extra bulbs are part of my 
“thank you” to friends who support my efforts to raise money to fight 
breast cancer. Daffodils are used by the American Cancer Society as a 
symbol of hope. You or your club could work with your local chapter and 
use bulbs to raise funds to fight this terrible disease, and/or to beautify the 
local chapter’s grounds. 

2. Donate bulbs to your local Hospice House. The Hospice House in 
Charlottesville, VA, gives my surplus bulbs to families of former residents 
in memory of their loved one, and plants others in the House’s front yard 
to delight visitors each Spring. Those bulbs should be among the best you 
wish to give. 

3. Give some of your best bulbs as part of a condolence note to the 
family of someone who’s died. 

4. Give them to newlyweds, or friends who have just moved into a 
new home, or anyone else who is celebrating a milestone, has some land, 
and would appreciate flowers in the spring. 

5. Do you have long-term/extended rehabilitation facilities or Senior 
Daycare facilities in your area? Ask if they would like to receive bulbs for 
patients and visitors to plant in the autumn in the ground or in pots, and 
then watch the flowers bloom in the spring. 

6. Donate extra bulbs to your community or housing development, 
for use in public areas. Those who live in Washington, DC, can attest to 
the visual delight of fields of golden daffodils along the highways each 
spring. Peter Ramsay and our other Kiwi friends have encouraged local 
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bodies or voluntary groups to request bulbs that were used in Centenary 
Celebrations and to welcome participants in the 2012 World Convention. 

7. Donate them to a youth group. Last year the Virginia Daffodil 
Society’s annual show in Richmond, VA, included lovely Easter Baskets 
made by local Girl Scouts who used flowers donated by members. The 
girls had a wonderful time making the baskets, and everyone enjoyed 
seeing the results. As a follow-up, participants and the others in their Scout 
troup might appreciate receiving surplus bulbs so they could grow their 
own flowers. 

8. Budgets continue to be tight, and your place of worship, local school 
or other facility with public garden projects might appreciate receiving 
low maintenance bulbs that produce a beautiful floral display in spring. 

9. Include bulbs in a yard sale, whether in your yard or in a fund-raising 
yard sale for an organizational support. For years the Central Mississippi 
Daffodil Society had a test garden at Mississippi College in Clinton, and 
used the annual bulb sale to keep the society solvent. 

10. Do you and/or your local plant society give educational programs 
for children or adults? Keith Kridler, in Texas, uses daffodil photos in his 
nature/bird/plant/insects programs, and suggests giving students bags of 
daffodil bulbs for planting around their school. In New Zealand there is 
a Country Schools Daffodil Challenge which supplies exhibition bulbs 
to schools and club members to mentor the students in both growing and 
exhibiting daffodils. 

11. Have you heard about “Daffodil Rescues”? Discarded bulbs are 
rescued and then replanted along the road near the diggers’ homes to 
produce beautiful naturalized landscapes. Other stray or damaged bulbs 
get tossed into a slightly wooded area to naturalize. Some rescuers go 
to future new highway or building sites to retrieve bulbs, to plant them 
anywhere they can. It adds excitement if the bulldozers are chugging away 
behind you as you hastily wield a shovel! The Georgia Daffodil Society 
members have rescued histories from sites slated for redevelopment and 
given these bulbs to historic house properties that have period landscapes. 

12. Finally, do you have bits and pieces of bulbs? Even those have 
value. We have a deer problem, but last spring we had tulips in bloom for 
the first time in years. We liberally sprinkled the beds with chopped-up 
daffodil bulbs. These pieces came from bulbs had had been inadvertently 
cut up during the “dig and divide” season and soft bulbs that proved to 
be bulb-fly free. I don’t know how long this will work, but we have a 
beautiful display of tulips for at least one year. ^

I still do the same thing she did and love to 
take someone who leans over to smell a bloom to the tazettas and jonquils, 
and let them sniff something with real scent.

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Making Miniature Show Blocks

When Fran and I started talking about creating a new daffodil show 
in Northeast North Carolina, the subject of properties and test tubes was 
always one of the first subjects that came up; over and over again by my 
daffodil friends. However, that was a subject that was not unknown to me 
as I have always worked with wood since I helped my father build houses 
when I was a teenager in high school. 

Many of you have seen me around your Daffodil Shows across the 
eastern USA; therefore I had exposure to a large number of properties 
used by the various shows. I have to admit that I was more of a “standard” 
daffodil exhibitor than a miniature exhibitor. Now that Fran and I were 
getting ready to put on our own show, I had to have both standards and 
miniatures. The block for standards was easy; get a piece of 2X4 and drill 
holes in it. Piece of cake. 

After being with the Washington Daffodil Society, known as the 
WDS, for over 10 years, I liked the way the WDS did their properties. 
I had obtained my own WDS properties and made a few replicas for my 
own use. I interchanged these with the properties of WDS so that I could 
keep enough at home to stage my larger collections before I took them to 
the show. I decided to use WDS properties as a template, and the WDS 
test tube sizes; miniatures 13mm, and standards 20mm. The miniature 
properties I found to be the most intriguing of all to build. 

The WDS miniature properties were blocks of 5 for the Tavender 
Ribbon, blocks of 9 for the Aqua and blocks of 12 for the Watrous. I took 
one look at the block of 12 and realized that it was the perfect template of 
all the miniature properties. The WDS Watrous property is stair-stepped 
with the back and tallest row containing 5 test tube; the middle row set 
slight below the top and containing 4 test tubes: the front and shortest row 
holding 3 test tubes. 

The Watrous was the perfect building block using 2x2 lumber strips 
held together with wood screws. Three strips in the back row, two strips 
in the middle row and one strip in the front row. The Aqua ribbon has 
the back two rows consisting of the back row with two 2x2 strips and 
the middle row with one strip giving me the stair-step. The front row of 
three was perfect for showing three miniatures together. The back row of 
5 makes a perfect block to show a Tavender ribbon. 
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After that it was a matter of cutting the strips to measurements, drilling 
the 13mm holes, and putting the patterns together with screws to hold 
them in place. I used a flat black spray paint to color them, and they were 
ready for the show bench. I was surprised at how quickly I could make 
all the properties that I needed to show miniatures. It took all of about 
5 hours from starting to measure, to painting. My result was 4 Watrous 
blocks, 4 Aqua blocks, 30 blocks for three and 12 blocks of five for the 
mini Lavender ribbon, w 


One answer to the Puzzle on page 180:

Landscaping With Daffodils 

Elizabeth T. Capen 

Boonton, New Jersey 

Elizabeth Capen, known to her friends but never in her writings for 
publication as “Lib,” was a highly knowledgeable member for more 
than four decades of the American Daffodil Society. 

She was a charter member and one of the founders of the American 
Daffodil Society, and a Life Member. 

She served as Regional Vice President for the Northeast Region in 
the 1950s, and was the ADS 2 nd vice-president at a time when the “glass 
ceiling” meant that was the highest office she achieved. 

Elizabeth and her husband John made their home in Boonton, 
New Jersey, where they welcomed friends from America and overseas 
to “Springdale Gardens, ” a beautiful landscape which also included an 
ADS Test Garden. 

She had an extensive collection of the Alec Gray bulbs, and was the 
first to grow many Guy Wilson introductions in the United States. She 
and John traveled widely, making many visits to the daffodil gardens in 
the United Kingdom. 

Ten of her articles appeared in The Daffodil Journal from September 
of 1981 through December of 1986. The article reprinted below dealt 
with a subject of very special importance to her.

As we move into the major weeks of spring, it seems high time to 
agree on some definitions. The prime question to be considered is of 
course, “What is a landscape?” 

Landscape: a definition 

In our opinion, a landscape is a composition, a three-dimensional 
picture, made from elements at hand outdoors, modified and augmented to 
create a pleasing element, which cannot be static, as are the scenes created 
by such famous landscapists as Constable, Innes, Corot, or Monet, because 
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our scene must be viewed from ever-changing vantage, as we move about 
the garden. And then, we must add another dimension - TIME - for we 
shall want to enjoy our garden through the year. 

Non-Landscape - Example 1 

There are two types of daffodil plantings commonly seen that defy 
our definition and illustrate our point. The first type we shall just call 
“conglomeration.” Such stems from the combinations of many bulbs and 
lots of space. Sometimes the bulbs come from purchases of unlabeled 
miscellany but often represent cast-offs of an ambitious exhibiting program. 
From either source, un-named mixed bulbs, planted with no regard for 
composition or future, lead to our first picture of “Non-Landscaping,” a 
type which I am sure most members have seen. Somet im es this kind of 
landscaping is euphemistically called “naturalizing.” 

Non-Landscape - Example 2 

The second type is less common, but no less unfortunate. This is 
what happens when Dutch landscape architects impose on a magnificent 
woodland of gently rolling hills, mature oaks, and elegant huge granite 
outcrops an entirely plastic design, completely unrelated to the terrain. It 
is, in other words, an imitation of the famous Keukenhof display in flat 
Holland, wherein each exhibitor stuffs his spot to its fullest, planning, of 
course, to dig up all the bulbs after blooming and to plant others for the 
next display. 

I must admit that the very first viewing of this type I saw was 
spectacular, as certainly is Keukenhof, but I watched the American 
interpretation deteriorate until now it is no more. 

While few of us have Dutch landscape architects on call, some of us 
are using their techniques. When planting for that community project or 
for yourself, do first study the terrain, plan your design to conform to what 
nature has provided, and then, think of the future. Of all plants, daffodils 
do have a future. 
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Elements of a Daffodil Landscape 

A second question will follow immediately: “What are the elements of 
a daffodil landscape?” One way to answer this question and so to provide 
sort of a definition of what we mean by a landscape featuring daffodils 
could be to observe its several levels. 

1. Ground Level 

The base, with the sky at the top, makes a frame. 

In formal scenes, a lawn usually provides a base. 

Sometimes a paved area serves. 

Water can be the first element of the scene. 

In more casual areas, our palette extends. 

A host of ground covers are available. 

Early growth of later blooming perennials, such as iris and hemerocallis, 
functions as ground cover in spring. 

As we move to woodland, forest duff becomes the base. 



2. The First Foot 

The first foot adds the interest of complementing color and contrasting 
size. 

The so-called “minor bulbs” add shades of blue. Muscari, scilla, 
chionodoxa, and puschlcinia come first to mind. 

For those without a mole-mice-deer problem some of the tulip species 
are great with daffodils. Our favorite is T. princes which just matches the 
yellow-red found in most of the daffodil red-cups. 

The hyacinth Borah and its imitators (that is those treated to produce 
sprays rather than spikes) will last for many years in ground rocky enough 
to discourage moles, adding an early splash of blue and the scent that 
overpowers even the jonquils. 
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Some ground-covers contribute color at this time, notably vinca, 
arabis, waldsenia, viola, iris, most in some variety; Galium odorata 
(formerly Asperula) is great for rough terrain; the heaths (. Erica) and the 
heathers ( Calluna) are splendid but mostly for warmer areas than ours, as 
are the anemones and triteleia. Almost anyone can grow Phlox subulata if 
you just don’t care. 

Wild flowers share the daffodil season and are especially appreciated 
in less formal, semi-woodland areas. We urge exploring. 

A few perennials, neither groundcovers nor wild flowers, cannot 
be dismissed at this time of year. Among them, we especially savor the 
epimediums, primulas, alyssums, polemoniums, some in variety, fun to 
explore. 

A final group, especially appreciated by rock garden and alpine 
enthusiasts, and nice with dwarf daffodils, includes the dwarf shrubs such 
as daphnes and prunus and the tender hebes. 



3. The Second Foot 

The second foot of the spring scene belongs to the daffodil. As it is an 
informal plant, we must create for it a plan of fluidity and grace. Herein 
our sense of proportion and scale directs. 

There are a few spring-blooming plants of near daffodil height too 
valuable to ignore. We use camassias, the tall western erythroniums, the 
well-named and popular Dicentra spectabilis. We are nursing at brookside 
the Lysichitum americanum that astounded ADS visitors to the Savill 
Gardens, where its arum-like spathes made brilliant yellow clusters along 
the stream. Certainly any plant of this range to be placed in a daffodil 
landscape must have spectacular individuality. 
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4. Two to Four Feet 

Daffodils bloom at a stark time of the year. They need a background. 
For most of us that means evergreens. An alterantive may be well-placed 
rocks. 

As daffodils prefer sun, the best medium-height needle evergreens 
prove to be the junipers, which are available in many forms from the 
collected to many new hybrids and selections. 

Others, such as chamaecyparis, cryptomeria, taxus, tsuga, thuja, can 
be used, especially when young - and inexpensive - to start a new garden 
cheaply, as long as one understands that these are all forest trees and one 
has the intestinal fortitude to move them to their proper sphere when 
necessary or to cut them down. 



Forest trees of the north that will accept almost indefinite hacking are, 
of course, the hemlock and the yew. 

I am reminded of when we were fortunate to be shown about the 
Biltmore Gardens, Asheville, by the director, Mr. Cecil. He showed our 
group - “cognoscenti,” all but me - a beautiful dwarf hemlock. The most 
knowledgeable of us immediately assumed it was Tsuga sargenti (a famous 
dwarf form named for that famous arborist who considered the hemlock 
the greatest of American conifers.) It was an elegant, symmetrical mound 
under five feet, framed overall with feathery wisps of new growth. 
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“Not so,” said Mr. Cecil, “this is just Canadian hemlock. We keep 
pruning it.” 

Ever since, I have been practicing Mr. Cecil’s technique. While we 
have not yet achieved a pseudo T. sargenti, Jack has often performed major 
surgery on large hemlocks with success. I recommend it when needed. 

Broad-leaved evergreens in this two-to-six foot range are very 
important to daffodil gardens. In the north, the sine qua non are pieris, 
kalmia, leucothe, shrub forms of ilex, and rhododendrons. 

In warmer areas, many of these serve, too, but this is a group that 
thrives from Zone 6-9 which is the despair of those in Zone 5 - genista, 
daphne, aucuba, buxus, skimmea, ligustrum, and some rhododendrons. 
Grow these at your risk, if you garden in Zone 5. 

Further south, where the magnificent Magnolia grandiflora dominates 
all plantings, a few important shrubs especially contribute: crepe myrtle, 
hardy from Zone 6 south: loquat ( Eriobotryaj, Ilex bufordii and cornuta, 
perhaps not shrubs, but wonderful for hedges, nandina, Cunninghamia 
lanceolata, an unique tree-shrub recommended by our best from the 
South. ’ 

While I have friends who gloat in growing a Southern magnolia against 
a warm north garage wall, I have learned to “stick to my last.” There are 
too many wonderful plants that actually prefer what any gardener has for 
h im to contort his growing to conform to the requirements of any plant. 
Learn your own. 

Deciduous ones are spear-headed by the quinces, now available in 
many luscious colors. Also useful in a planting of small scale are several 
dwarf forms of standard spring shrubs. 


5. Six to Twenty Plus 

Here come some of the loveliest of spring flowers. The palette is 
endless, and no daffodil gardener has a landscape until adding some. 

To call the roll: magnolias, comus, forsythia, rhododendrons, viburnums, 
prunus, corylopsis, fothergilla, salix, amelanchier, lonicera, cersis, halesia, 
salvia, spirea, deutzia, malus, enkianthus, hamamelis to start the season; and 
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to extend the season, the fringe tree, the smoke tree, the golden rain tree, the 
American cranberry, featherleaf viburnia, and stewartia all add interest, but 
we have never had success with the franklinias. 

To elaborate on comparative values of these plants, most of which are 
available from several to many varieties, is beyond the scope of our study 
here. I urge anyone planning a daffodil garden to see not only as many 
varieties of growing daffodils as possible, but to visit other gardens in the 
spring. Botanical gardens and long-established plantings of collectors in 
your area will let you see mature specimens from which to choose. 

6. The Step Below the Sky 

Only majestic trees provide this final element, and that often means 
a 300-year start. Too true, but not insurmountable. We urge gardeners to 
work with what is there and to prune it - up, up, up. Study every spring 
which trees have the future that YOU want, knowing that every tree or 
plant is determined to proceed to its destiny, its ecological Shangri-La - 
which may not be yours. A few trees reach this status sooner than most. I 
shall just hint. Try hemlock, tulip, and some oaks.^

Welcome to show season, once again. Dallas, Texas, has the privilege 
of starting things off on March 5, followed a day later by Ridgeland, 
Mississippi. After that is the much-anticipated National Convention 
in Murphys, California, which has attracted the attention of daffodil 
enthusiasts from around the globe. Thirty-eight more shows will follow 
this event, stretching across the country to Boylston, Massachusetts, on 
the East Coast, and ending on May 15, in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

There have been a few changes in the data listed below since December 
for a couple of the shows, so if you plan to travel outside your own local 
area, be sure you have the correct date, time and address of the show you 
are attending. (Princess Anne, for instance, has moved to a new site since 
the Journal was published in December.) 

If the weather seems threatening, and you are unsure about whether a 
show has been canceled or not, first check the ADS website which we hope 
to keep accurate up to the minute, and then first call the contact person, and 
next call me, if you still have questions. I can be reached at 703-391-2073. 

If you are a show chairman and find that conditions require you to 
cancel, contact Nancy Tackett right away so that she can update the ADS 
website, and then let me know as well. Before you cancel, however, 
remember that w hil e your own collections may have suffered from poor 
weather in the days prior to your show date, others planning to attend from 
a distance may have wonderful blooms to bring. 

Many shows have added new classes to their schedules which increase 
the exhibitor’s opportunities to win some recently created ADS ribbons. 
And some shows have dramatically changed the way their schedules are 
written, so pay particular attention to the schedule at each show when 
placing entries. 

If you are the person who is given the task of filling out the show 
report form, I hope you will honor the responsibility of recording the 
required information thoroughly and without error so that those who have 
won awards can receive the credit due them in the published results of the 
show season in the September 2010 Journal. Show chairmen should make 
sure that whoever takes on this job for a local show is a person who fully 
understands how important this data is to not only the winning exhibitors 
but also to the people across the country who track cultivar popularity 
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and success rates. These reports should be filled out as soon as judging is 
complete and returned to me within two weeks of your show date. Using 
class record cards is the most helpful way to establish a backup for the 
information after the flowers are gone, should an error in the show report 
be discovered upon review. I encourage every show to use these cards and 
to save them for one year following the show. 

Good luck to all exhibitors hoping to win a favorite or a much-sought- 
after award this season. Thank you, to, to all those who participate in 
a hundred different ways to keep yellow fever alive and well, chairing 
shows, writing schedules, setting up benches, talking to the public at 
shows, handing out membership brochures - just all the things that make 
a difference.^

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Daffodil Hill 

Volcano, CA 


Daffodil growers know that peak bloom season cannot always be 
predicted. So they completely understand why Daffodil Hill, a popular 
tourist destination near Volcano, California, cannot accurately predict its 
opening and closing dates in any given season. 

But the gorgeous vista of 500,000 daffodils covering six acres makes 
the trip worthwhile, so visitors need to call (209) 296-7048 to see if the 
gates are open yet. 

Daffodil Hill opens when 25% of the flowers are in bloom, and closes 
when only 25% of the flowers remain. After that, it once again becomes a 
working ranch. 

Daffodil Hill, which makes up 540 acres of the McLaughlin Ranch, 
is an hour’s drive north of Murphys, the site of the 2010 ADS convention, 
and 3 hours from San Francisco. At an elevation of 3,000 feet, higher than 
Murphys’ 2,200, the bloom seas on is often a week later, so this would be 
a good post-convention trip, especially if you are especially interested in 
historic plantings. 

In 1887, Arthur and Lizzie McLaughlin bought the ranch from Peter 
Denzer, a Dutchman who had already begun planting daffodils from the 
Netherlands on the site. The bright yellow blooms were Lizzie’s most 
prized possessions, and they continued the planting each year. The property 
has remained in the family ever since. 

Amador County Historical Society president Larry Cenotto says, 
“Daffodil Hill attracts more tourists than any other spot in Northern 
California.” 

During peak season, nearly 4,000 visitors come each day. They bring 
picnic lunches or buy snacks from the shop run by the Soroptimist clubs to 
fund student scholarships.

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A Living Three-Dimensional Painting 
Doesn’t Just Happen 

Gene Bauer, Running Springs, CA 

[Gene Bauer is a talented artist and teacher, a landscape designer and 
daffodil planter on an incredibly large scale, a writer and a lecturer. 
Her art work and illustrated articles have enriched The Daffodil 
Journaly especially in the 1970s and 1980s. But too few of us know this 
Southern Californian personally or have had the pleasure of visiting 
her hillside garden in Running Springs, California. 

She and her architect husband Dale, more than fifty years ago, 
began the planting of their mountaintop while still living in Los 
Angeles. Gene credits Dale with much of the design; he replies that 
Gene is “she who has planted each bulb.” 

After a disastrous fire in September of 1997, Gene and Dale 
persisted in the rebuilding of their home and garden. But the daffodils, 
safely underground, were undamaged. Another fire, two years ago, 
came within three feet of their house - and just stopped. 

For more than fifty years, the garden was open to the public for 
a few weeks every spring. Now it is closed. But through this article 
and Dale’s photographs on pages 228 and 229, all of can share the 
floral tapestry they created. Gene and Dale are shown in front of their 
second home. 

Gene has graciously consented to share their story with us, from 
an article she wrote in March of 2006 for the Fortnightly Club of 
Redlands, Calfornia.] 

It was the spring of 1957 and I was teaching art on the secondary level 
of the Los Angeles City School system. I spent Easter Vacation at our 
newly built cabin in Smiley Park. I saw perhaps a dozen daffodils blooming 
in the yard of a neighbor. That fall I purchased about 50 daffodil bulbs. 
All were chosen because of the attractive photograph accompanying each 
bin of bulbs. I was so ignorant of what I had just purchased, I pondered 
the brown, seemingly lifeless objects shaped like electric light bulbs and 
finally had to ask, “Which way is up?” 

We were living in Los Angeles but I planted the bulbs at our weekend 
retreat in the mountains. The planting was accomplished in October. By 
early December, the suspense was almost unbearable so I thrust a trowel 
into the moist soil beneath a bulb to see what was happening. Aha! Roots 
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five inches long. The rather rough and forlorn-looking dry object had 
suddenly come to life. Dormancy had been broken.... 

The first spring was so successful I continued planting bulbs each 
succeeding year. From 50 the first year, then 500, then 1,000, then 10,000. 
The most I have planted was 35,000 in 1993. These have all been large 
new bulbs. I have never dug and divided any of the bulbs. 

I probably have over 100 different named daffodils, some only one 
or two bulbs of each. The large drifts are composed of about 20 different 
kinds, sometimes repeated but only one kind of bulb to a drift. The bulbs 
in the large drifts are: ‘Binkie’, ‘Bravoure’, ‘Camelot’, ‘Chromacolor,’ 
‘Decoy’, ‘Fortissimo’, ‘Fortune’, ‘Geranium’, ‘Hawera’, ‘Hillstar’, 
‘Matador’, ‘Martinette’, ‘Peeping Tom’, ‘Pink Charm’, ‘Quail’, Rustom 
Pasha’, ‘Tahiti’, ‘Tete-a-Tete’, ‘Thalia’, ‘Tunis’, ‘Unique’ and ‘World’s 
Favorite.’ 

Much time is spent in deciding where to plant the bulbs. This 
mountainous land was formed long before my arrival. I am fortunate in 
having interesting terrain to contemplate: ups and downs, undulations, 
rock out-croppings, ledges, superb valley views, magnificent mature trees 
and a southerly and westerly exposure. 

It is important to me that the drifts of bulbs I plant conform to the 
contours of the terrain. Never are they planted in rows, nor are they just 
tossed out and planted where they fall. They are planted in planned drifts 
composed of one cultivar (all yellow, all white, all bi-colored, etc.) so that 
the drift of perhaps 3,000 bulbs will all bloom at the same time and be of 
the same height. “Hodge-podges” are never attractive. Sometimes a drift 
is planned to go around a single tree or through a cluster of trees. I would 
never cut or destroy a tree or shrub to accommodate a drift of flowers. 

In addition to considering the terrain, color and sequence of bloom 
must also be anticipated. I am not trying to change the natural beauty of 
the area, only enhance it. 

I have never artificially watered the bulbs in the ground. They have 
never been fertilized and have never been over-planted in the summer. 
Their simple requirements are cold, wet winters and dry, warm summers. 
A south and west exposure is to their liking and at least a half day of 
sunshine. An absolute must is well-drained soil. Rodents and animals are 
not attracted to them because all parts of the plant are toxic. 

The first year a single bulb produces 1-3 flowers. The bulb divides 
itself, and the second year 4-6 flowers appear. It further divides and the 
third year it produces 6-7 flowers. The most flowers I have observed from

one bulb is 28 blooms. The bulb continues to divide and increase in flowers 
until it becomes overcrowded and the blooms decrease in number. Over 
the years the quantity of flowers increase and the quality decreases. I am 
interested only in color masses, not show flowers. 

Some of the bulbs have been in the ground 40 years and still bloom. 
Others, not so healthy or vigorous to begin with, succumb in 3-4 years. 

When I have decided where a drift will be planted, I use a shovel and 
turn over the soil to a depth of 8-10 inches, removing rocks, stones, branch 
remnants, pine cones, acorns and miscellaneous debris. I then rake it. I 
place the bulbs on the ground where I want to plant them. 

Drifts are composed of from 5,000 to 6,000 bulbs. If I am planning to 
plant 1,000 bulbs in a day, I place 200 on the ground so as not to overwhelm 
myself. I sit on the ground and, using a trowel, plant them. They are spaced 
about 6 inches apart. My left hand picks up the first bulb, my right hand 
holds the trowel that digs the hole, then the bulb is dropped in and covered 
with soil dug from the next hole. I always begin at the bottom of the slope 
(nothing is flat here) and work uphill, sitting on top of the already planted 
bulbs. I always plant left to right. I try to plant 600 before I stop for my 
mid-day nourishment. That leaves 400 to plant after lunch and it’s always 
nice to know I have completed over half the task for the day. 

The Mill Fire on September 13, 1997, swept over the entire area but 
did no damage to the bulbs, because they were dormant at the time and 
safely tucked 6 inches under the ground. The only bulbs destroyed were 
those in the path of heavy equipment used to remove huge dead trees 
after the fire. That area has been re-planted. Two aspects of the fire were 
beneficial to the bulbs: the resulting ash acted as a soil nutrient, and the 
unfortunate loss of huge dead Ponderosa and Coulter pines allowed more 
sunshine into the area. 

Spring 1998, six months after the fire, was certainly one to remember. 
It was both refreshing and thrilling to watch the charred hills come alive 
with the leaves varying in shades of green, yellow-green and blue-green. 
Surrounding blackened ruins, the flowers opened and the slopes were 
transformed into an exquisite tapestry of cool and warm values of the 
colors white, yellow and orange... 

We rebuilt our cabin. In September of 2008, forest fires again threatened 
our mountain retreat. They burned within three feet of the house. 

After a long, hot Summer, a Fall filled with all-day digging and 
planting, a Winter of anticipation, what a joy for Spring to finally arrive. 
Each spring seems more exciting than the previous one. From the entrance, 
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a pathway directs a garden visitor through a five acre forested setting, 
drifts of daffodils, and past featured overlooks and sitting areas. 

What began in ignorance expanded into a 49 year educational odyssey. 
Forty-nine years ago it was all mine. Today it seems to belong to the world. 

Over the years I have had many memorable encounters with visitors. 
Here are two of them. 

A young man, about 35 years old, with dark brown eyes and a naturally 
tan complexion approached me in the garden. He was quite excited. 
He began the conversation, “So, these are daffodils!” I said, “Yes.” He 
continued, “Oh, I’ve waited so long to finally see them.” I was puzzled 
over this statement. He then told me he had been born and grew up in 
Bombay, India. His English teacher, of course, was from England. It was 
a requirement for him to memorize William Wordsworth’s poem that 
immortalized this flower, “Daffodils.” He had never even seen a daffodil 
and could not imagine what one really looked like, let alone 10,000 that 
Wordsworth had seen “at a glance.” I was pleased that it was I who gave 
some color and life to the word “daffodil” for this young man. 

One of the most astounding comments occurred about 30 years ago. I 
came home from picking up the mail one day and there was a motorcycle 
parked in front of our house. A couple, perhaps in their late 40s, soon 
appeared; then the woman asked me, “Do you live here?” 

I answered “Yes.” She then asked, “Are all these flowers yours?” 
I replied “Yes.” She seemed overwhelmed and at a loss for words as 
she groped to exclaim, “They’re so beautiful. Did they, did they....just 
happen?”^

and be touched. This is a story of sharing my daffodil passion with some 
special neighbors. 

About six years ago, two wonderful men moved into the house next 
door to us. Since then, they have transformed a boring 1950s suburban 
home and yard by adding gardens, planting vegetables, and generally 
loving their home and landscape. Along the way, Bill and Henry have 
included daffodils in their gardens, have bought bulbs from our local 
group, and have visited our Minnesota spring show several times.

“Just pick up the phone!” 

I’ve said that so many times, often impatiently, to a writer who can’t 
finish a story or a chairman who can’t send in a report because someone 
hasn’t answered an email request for information. 

In these high-tech days in which we live, we often forget that a simpler, 
old-fashioned approach can be best. People can ignore our emails, but they 
have to say something when we call, if it’s just “No,” which is really the 
second-best answer they can give. 

Phone calls are rather efficient. Of course you need to have a set price 
for unlimited calling on your phone plan. Six years ago, beginning to edit 
the ADS History, I realized what I needed. When one of these persistent 
solicitors, trying to switch me to their company, asked, “What would it 
take for you to transfer to us?” I was ready. “I want unlimited calling 24/7 
all over the United States, and I want it at a reasonable price.” Voila! 

Phone calls have a personal element that works magic. Even when 
emailing with someone who’s always online, and with whom you have 
one of these on-going, perhaps color-coded, interlining conversations, 
it’s not as good as just hearing a voice, going off on interesting tangents, 
sometimes provoking amused responses. 

And a phone call can make someone happy, beyond other forms 
(except the handwritten note, and that’s slow arriving). Pick up the phone 
and say “Congratulations!” or “Thank you” or “I tried what you suggested 
and it worked.” 

Sometimes we don’t make a phone call because we’re afraid. 

I’ve had a convincing experience recently. For years I’d been reluctant 
to ask for a particular article from someone I highly respected without 
ever having met them. Finally, circumstances forced to me “pick up the 
phone!” and I got affirmative results and support far beyond anything I 
could have imagined. 

And right now, if you ever travel to exhibit your daffodils, and you’re 
thinking about visiting a show you’ve never attended, you have a double- 
barreled seasonal specific to pick up the phone: once several weeks before 
a show, requesting a schedule (why waste effort preparing a big collection 
if it’s not on their schedule?), and the day before, just because - weather 
happens, and other disasters, and if you’ve never been to their show before, 
they might not dream of letting you know the show’s been cancelled.^

This year, the anticipation began building in January, long before 
the mid March convention start. By February, it was a near constant 
preoccupation. Our Minnesota winter gripped harder than usual; early, 
deep snows were followed by unrelenting cold. The usual mid season 
thaw failed to melt much of the accumulation and looming ahead was 
yet another month of it all. Fueled by regular postings to Daffnet of blue 
skies, green grass and daffodils blooming in milder climates, increasingly 
more time was spent exploring websites and travelogues identifying the 
potential adventures waiting to be experienced in and around the small 
town of Murphys, California. 

Historic Murphys, the site of the 2010 ADS Convention and National 
Daffodil show, is located in California’s famous Mother Tode country, 
which is a mile-wide network of gold-bearing quartz that extends 120 
miles along the western edge of the Sierra Nevada Mountains, where the 
discovery of gold in 1848 led to the infamous Gold Rush. It’s located 3 
hours east of San Francisco and 2 hours south of Sacramento. Daffodil 
Hill is to the north and Yosemite National Park and Giant Sequoia trees 
just to the south. Carmel and Monterey with their extraordinary Pacific 
Ocean beaches are a mere 4-5 hour drive to the southwest. There was 
never any doubt I’d be in Murphys for the convention. 

But as if that wasn’t enough of a draw, this convention would have 
a new format. It would be more of a retreat with the attendees immersed 
physically and mentally in daffodils. Instead of everything happening in 
the same hotel, attendees would be accommodated in two motels but the 
convention itself would be held at the Ironstone Vineyards, a mile away. 
Over the last dozen years, Ironstone has hosted and promoted the Northern 
California Daffodil Show as part of its Daffodil Days celebration. Turns out 
Ironstone’s founder, John Kautz, has had a lifelong passion for daffodils 
like the rest of us. Ironstone, as their own family winery, was started in 
1990. About the same time, daffodils by the thousands, up to a ton of bulbs 
a year, began to be planted, naturalized, on the Ironstone property and 
along the roadsides. For four days, attendees would be able to enjoy and 
roam about this near paradise. 
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I attend ADS conventions for a number of reasons: first, of course, my 
love of daffodils closely followed by the joy of re-connecting with all the 
friends I’ve made at the previous conventions (this is #10). Another major 
hook is the opportunity to travel to new, not previously visited cities and 
parts of the country since the conventions are held in different locales every 
year. And last here but not least in importance, spring is absolutely my 
favorite season, probably because of that never-ending winter previously 
described. Most years when I attend I get to enjoy two separate springs. 
These days the individual reasons are blurring together because some of 
my out of state daffodil friends share my passion for travel and all things 
spring and we’ve turned several conventions, including this one, into two 
week adventures. This Murphys/Ironstone convention did not disappoint. 

Some say our annual coming together reminds them of a big family 
reunion. For me it’s more like returning to college in the fall or a school 
reunion; there’s more emotion. Though many of us are in regular contact via 
emails and cell phones throughout the year in addition to the daily postings 
on Daffnet, physically being together is what it’s about. It completes the 
connection. I felt like one of those excited, impatient students, waiting at 
the airport gate for John Beck and Becky Matthews, my traveling buddies. 
I’d missed the bulb dig and the Fall Board meeting so it had been almost 
a year since we’d seen each other. I could hardly stand the wait ‘til they 
came through the door. 

Before heading inland to Murphys, we spent three exhilarating days 
walking in the Golden Gate National Recreation Area lushly green with 
varied coastal cliffs and beaches on the ocean and several large naturalized 
areas of calla lilies and clusters of the orange California poppy adding 
color everywhere and Muir Woods with its Coastal Redwoods, damp and 
often fog shrouded. Driving north along the Pacific coast we found tidal 
pools, surfers both conventional and kite and the opportunity for me to yet 
again taste the surf and still marvel that it is indeed salty. Coming from 
Minnesota with its 10,000 plus lakes and many rivers, salinity is always a 
surprise to my taste buds.

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Leaving ocean and densely populated cityscapes behind us we 
eventually reached what I know as Oak Savannahs, rolling grassy hills 
openly covered with oak trees, not yet in leaf so their massive, claw-like 
branch structures were visible. A picnic lunch and stop at Tourist Info 
expanded into a leisurely stroll through Angels Camp, another Gold Rush 
era town. We found evidence of Bob and Nancy’s publicity efforts, a copy 
of The Entertainment Weekly ; Serving the Mother Lode. With a color 
photo of a yellow trumpet daffodil filling the entire front cover page, the 
newspaper featured a 4 page color spread about the upcoming convention, 
daffodil culture and varieties, the Northern California Daffodil Society, 
Ironstone and William Wordsworth’s poem. An in-depth interview with 
Bob Spotts, it was a well-written and very informative article for the 
general public. A complimentary copy was also in our motel rooms when 
we arrived. 

The two primary motels, Murphys Inn Motel and Murphys Executive 
Suites, were appropriately located on the highway, at the edge of town 
as both were out of scale and character with the predominately gold rush 
era architecture of downtown Murphys. Several Bed and Breakfasts and 
vacation rental properties were also available and provided a more private 
and personal experience. The Suites was quiet when we arrived with no 
evidence of the first of two chartered buses bringing people from the 
Sacramento airport. Since there would be regular shuttle service between 
the hotels and Ironstone, the buses to and from the airport eliminated the 
need and cost of rental cars and allowed everyone to sit back and enjoy 
the views. The few other early arrivals were like us with plans for pre or 
post convention exploring. Denis Dailey and Mike Berrigan, both from 
Minnesota, had a broad enough agenda - they drove from Minnesota! 

Motel Check-In completed, we headed for Ironstone in search of 
convention action and people. I’d forgotten about all the references to 
the masses of roadside daffodil plantings along Six Mile Road that goes 
from Murphys to Ironstone. Halfway there, around a comer and WOW, 
daffodils seemingly everywhere! Primarily along both sides of the road 
clumps and swaths, yellows and whites spilling into the Ironstone property, 
exclamation marks of spring and renewal. Even more dramatic when seen 
at night in the car headlights. I’ve never seen such an expanse of naturalized 
daffodils. And I understand the goal is to continue the plantings all the way 
into Murphys. 
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Registration and Check In for the convention was beyond the Tasting 
Room and Gift Shop, which filled one imm ense room with a bar running 
the full length on one side. Opposite the bar was a fireplace 42 feet high, 
16 feet wide and 13 feet deep built from rocks on the property. Fires in it 
would certainly take the edge off a cold day. Not surprisingly we found a 
number of friends already connecting with a glass of wine in hand. Cries 
and exclamations of greeting began in earnest and were accompanied by 
the hugs and kisses of reconnection. We all received the traditional bag 
filled with schedules, name tags, information and treats. This year’s bag 
was a variation of the “Green” grocery bag being promoted instead of 
paper or plastic. Tasting several wines, we made a choice and with our 
own glass in hand, settled in for extended visiting and catching up. 

The Welcoming Buffet was a new feature this year. All of our 
meals were served in the Music Room, so named because of the floor- 
to-ceiling pipe organ installed in the room as well as musical programs 
held throughout the year. It also serves as art gallery. Ironstone holds an 
annual art contest every spring and the entries are displayed on the walls 
throughout this entire floor. As announced on Daffnet, we already knew 
that our own Jackie Turbidy had won first prize and many purchased prints 
of her painting that she graciously signed. Ironstone Vineyards CEO John 
Kautz and his wife Gail welcomed us to the 2010 ADS Convention. Avery 
resourceful Bob Spotts read aloud a Letter of Welcome from California 
Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger, welcoming all of the Convention 
Attendees to California and Ironstone. An enjoyable buffet meal was very 
nicely complimented with Ironstone wines. 

Meanwhile, Horticulture and Photographic entries were still being 
received. Rarely having flowers in bloom early enough for the national 
shows I didn’t initially pay much attention to staging for them. In the 
more traditional formats you’re on your own until the show is judged 
and opens and dinner that night, so the first several years I arrived in the 
afternoon before dinner missing staging altogether. The year I did arrive 
early (2004, Tyson’s Corner) and helped with staging was a turning point 
for my involvement overall. It’s such a great opportunity to meet and visit 
with people and help wherever it’s needed. Not everyone wants assistance 
but there are usually people that have many more blooms than they can 
ever process themselves appreciative of any help offered. Normally air 
conditioning is necessary to keep the show room cool enough while 
staging and during the show. In Murphys, temperatures drop enough at 
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night that it was only necessary to keep the doors open. Most of us had 
coats on and a few even sported hats and gloves as slowly we filled the 
tables. Once again I had nothing to show but helped place and rearrange 
the physical spacing of the entries. The last shuttle bus returning to the 
hotels left around midnight but not unexpectedly many stayed behind 
working early into the morning. 

Friday morning, while the National Daffodil Show was judged, most 
of us gathered downtown at the Murphys Historic Hotel to participate in 
the Historic Walking Tour. Murphys is located in the heart of the Mother 
Tode, a mile-wide network of gold-bearing quartz that extends 120 miles 
along the western edge of the Sierra Nevada. We saw the area behind the 
hotel where much of the panning and digging for gold occurred, now a 
steep drop down to the creek and learned that the area was so “rich” that 
many claims in the area were only 8 square feet and it was disappointing 
if you only found an ounce of gold per pan since many claims “paid” 
as much as sixteen ounces to the pan. It’s not surprising that Gold Rush 
Fever developed with results like that. Ted by three docents each group 
learned how the town survived the fever and grew complete with school 
and churches. Many of the original buildings survive today including the 
“pokey,” a very small one-room jail. 

Rain was in the forecast but held off until the Walking Tours were 
completed and then the skies opened. I read somewhere that it always 
rains on the day of the Garden Tours. The “jinx” continues as indeed a 
guided tour of the Ironstone Gardens was scheduled for the afternoon. 
Since it was still raining and the tour cancelled, I took advantage of the free 
time to check out the Ironstone Museum and Jewelry Shop. The museum 
had a good assortment of gold mining tools (pans and picks) and assorted 
items needed for such a rough life. Also unique mineral formations and 
items found in the area. The Jewelry Shop featured a full array of jewelry: 
rings, necklaces, earrings and not surprisingly a great many gold nuggets 
and daffodils were featured design items. Also in this shared space, the 
“Kautz Crystalline Gold Specimen” was displayed. Crystalline Gold 
maintained its crystalline structure when it cooled in its rock matrix and is 
extremely rare and valuable. It looked like a mass of many layers of gold 
leaf branching from a core and was surprisingly large - feet by feet. At 44 
pounds, the Kautz specimen is the largest in existence and was found at a 
mine south of Murphys in 1992. 
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After prolonged and spirited judging for some of the top awards, 
the National Show opened to the delight of a great many people who 
immediately filled the room. The publicity of press and TV, the tradition of 
Ironstone’s Daffodil Days, which has featured the NCDS show for the past 
dozen years, and the spring-like balmy weather, all generated heavy foot 
traffic to the vineyard throughout the weekend. The room was constantly 
full and moving through the show was slow going but worth it as always. 
Another success was the sale of convention logo clothing. Everything that 
was brought to the show sold out fast and early. 

Acclaimed floral artist Beverly Switzer of the Calaveras County 
Garden Club inspired those interested in Artistic Designs. She very 
quickly made several arrangements using daffodils, making suggestions 
and sharing techniques as she worked. They were very nicely done and 
incorporated into the overall decor of the Music Room. Beverly then 
joined other designers in the Cave Breeze way where the Artistic Designs 
Division of the Daffodil Show were being staged and after judging opened 
for viewing. 

Following dinner Friday night was the presentation of the Show 
Awards. Melissa Reading not only took the Silver Ribbon for most blue 
ribbons but also received many of the ADS medal awards. Her success was 
roundly applauded and when called on to speak she graciously thanked 
the many people who had helped her prepare and stage her many, many 
blooms. The Ann ual Membership Meeting followed. Full details of the 
show results and membership meeting are in separate articles also in this 
issue of the Journal. 

The Music Room at Ironstone is built around a floor-to-ceiling pipe 
organ that was removed from the defunct Alhambra Theater in Sacramento. 
Completely refurbished, it is fully functional and Saturday afternoon we 
were treated to a delightful performance of its range and versatility. The 
very skillful playing of convention attendee Miriam Miller from New 
Zealand (Graham and Faith’s daughter) and local organist Kim Plowman 
demonstrated its ability to soothe and beguile, energize or be dramatic, 
soft as a whisper or body vibrating outpourings. 
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What was to have only been 
one Guided Tour of Ironstone 
Gardens evolved into three after 
rain postponed the original. As the 
word spread, more and more of us 
also wanted to participate. The tours 
were led by Larry Ringland, Ranch 
Manager, Groundskeeper and 
Master Gardener extraordinaire, 
who has worked on the property for 
38 years. Larry is definitely a man 
who loves his job and he certainly 
seems to be the perfect man for the 
job. I’m not sure which he loves 
more, working on the property or 
sharing it with everyone. 

The Ironstone property consists 
of 1150 acres. Originally owned by 
Gail Kautz’s father, it is still both a working cattle ranch and farm; the 
winery was founded in 1990. Today, nearly 100 acres are devoted to the 
vineyards with production ranging between 2-8 tons per acre depending 
on the varietal. The grape vines are replanted on average every 15 years 
and are each pruned back to 2-3 buds before the next growing season. 
Currently, the vineyard adjacent to the winery buildings is planted with the 
Symphony grape. Obsession, the wine with the daffodil on the bottle label, 
is made from Symphony grapes. 

The winery buildings are on top of and adjacent to a large rock 
formation that was mined and excavated to create caverns for barrel aging 
of wines. As the miners worked at removing the stone, it was declared to 
be “like iron”, hence the name. The vertical mass of the stone provides 
slopes and ravines that have been well planted with an assortment of Oak 
trees; red, scarlet, white and the evergreen Live Oak in addition to conifers 
of varying sizes and shapes. This background and structure showcase the 
perennials and bulbs that Larry has skillfully interplanted with flowering 
shrubs, wildflowers, perennials and of course daffodils and other bulbs. 

In addition to the over 500,000 daffodils currently planted on the 
grounds, 600 tubs of daffodils, tulips, hyacinths, pansies and much more 
are cycled throughout the season ensuring a continuous show of peak 
bloom. The daffodils are left in the pots for three years and then planted 
on the grounds.

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With the addition of a Wisteria Walk along the Wine Caverns, the 
Lakeside Park and deep borders surrounding the outdoor amphitheater, the 
Gardens fill 14 acres and need a staff of 7 full time gardeners to maintain 
the stunning and beautiful sanctuary it has become. 

I strongly encourage at least one visit to Larry’s Ironstone Gardens 
Blog, http://ironstonegardens.blogspot.com. As “The Garden Guy,” he 
posts pictures and describes what’s in bloom, work being done on the 
property, the many public events held at Ironstone and the latest antics 
of Boots the cat. Look for the three postings about the convention; Larry 
enjoyed himself immensely and was generous with his praise of our group 
as a whole. 

It’s not unusual to have 10-15 attendees from around the world at ADS 
conventions. Because this gathering in Murphys was midway between 
the 2008 United Kingdom and the 2012 New Zealand World Tours more 
international participation was encouraged. Those efforts were very 
successful. 36 friends from 8 countries joined us: Australia-9, Canada-2, 
Germany - 1, Northern Ireland - 5, New Zealand - 9, Scotland - 2, Spain 
- 1 and the UK - 7. And it took an earthquake in Chile and family health 
concerns in the Netherlands to keep those friends from joining us. Hawaii 
was even represented this year. Two of those number were high school 
exchange students (Juniors) who have been living with Larry Force, in 
Mississippi. Carlos DeSandeval is from Madrid, Spain and Yannic Ketzer 
from Neuerburg, Germany. When asked what was their most memorable 
convention experience, Yannick said the number of blooms. He didn’t 
expect there to be so many. Having also been to their first bulb auction, 
Carlos was amazed that people would pay hundreds of dollars for a single 
bulb. Two other notables among our foreign visitors were two musicians 
as well as daffodil lovers. Owen Davies, Australia, distinguished violist 
in the Tasmanian Symphony Orchestra provided enjoyable background 
music during the social hour before our dinners and as noted earlier, 
Miriam Miller, New Zealand, was one of the performers on the pipe organ. 

Keith Kridler of Mount Pleasant, Texas is passionate about historic 
daffodils, getting young people involved in daffodils, growing daffodils 
well (good culture) and since 1964, bluebirds. Well known for his frequent 
postings on DaflNet, he’s always informative and likely to make you 
laugh harder than you thought possible. Photographs usually accompany 
his postings. He seems to just happen upon something, take a picture of it 
and in wanting to share it and the picture, a posting is born. As the speaker 
Saturday night, his “Tall Texas Tales of Daffodils” included a goodly mix 
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of those many “somethings”. In person, with a full carousel of slides, he 
seamlessly transitioned between the serious and the absurd. If you turned 
away briefly, you might have missed his trademark picture of a Texas Long 
Horned Steer that seems to make an appearance at every talk. 

Sunday morning, Richard 
Ezell led an international panel 
of daffodil enthusiasts - David 
Jackson, Becky Fox Matthews, 

David Adams, Nial Watson 
and Brent Heath - who shared 
their thoughts on “What’s in 
OUR Daffodil Future?” All 
acknowledged that today’s young 
people are the future. We can get 
them interested with touch and 
smell tables and coloring daffodil 
prints at our shows. Give surplus 
bulbs to schools to plant and have 
their own shows and/or have 
potting parties to force bulbs 
so they can experience daffodils up close and personal. Explore how to 
include the Internet, Blogs and Facebook. As youth mature and today for 
their parents we need to look at how we put our shows together. Do we 
only exhibit to win ribbons? Do we educate the public? Are shows user 
friendly? Relatable? Do we exhibit varieties that are can be successfully 
and inexpensively grown? Are show hours when the general public can 
attend? Yards and gardens are getting smaller - more miniatures and 
intermediates? Instant gratification? Promote potted daffs in the spring for 
planting in addition to bulbs in the fall. 

Wanting to add something lighthearted to the mix of programs, Nancy 
Tackett created “Daffodil Jeopardy” a quiz game. Jaydee Ager was MC 
(“Can y’all understand me? If not I’ll have Dottie Sable translate for you.”) 
Mary Lou Gripshover was the Answer Judge. It was a fun filled hour full 
of serious daffodil information but lots of laughter. Five teams - Australia, 
England, New Zealand, Northern Ireland and the United States - each with 
three members, competed against each other. The US team (Kathy Welsh, 
Kathy Andersen and Richard Ezell) won by knowing the show’s Gold 
Ribbon w inn er: ‘Mille nni um Perfection’. Their win was met by a waving 
US Flag and chants of “USA, USA”. Judging by its popularity, it is likely 
to return again at other conventions.

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After lunch we boarded buses and headed to one of two nearby State 
Parks - Columbia State Historic Park or Calaveras Big Trees State Park. At 
one time Columbia was one of the largest of the Gold Rush towns; the area 
yielding as much as $87 million in gold at 1860’s prices or a half a billion 
in today’s. In Columbia, so much dirt and rock was removed in the search 
for gold that immense limestone formations, bedrock, were exposed and 
are still visible today in the large and deep depression left behind. Most 
gold rush settlements were abandoned and succumbed to fire, vandalism 
and the elements but Columbia was never completely deserted and in 1945 
was designated an Historic State Park. Because it has retained much the 
same appearance as when miners thronged its streets it is easy to envision 
what it might have been like during those exciting but dangerous days. 
Hollywood agrees; it has been used as a shooting location for many films 
and television scenes through the years. 

The drive to Calaveras Big Trees State Park climbed more than 2000 
feet, much of the time through dense coniferous woods with an occasional 
sighting of a bigger-than-the-rest tree piquing our curiosity but no, all of 
the truly Giant Sequoias were in the park. They are the largest trees in 
the world. Many are between 250 and 300 feet tall, the tallest measuring 
close to 325 feet. The Coastal Redwood trees are essentially as tall but the 
Sequoias are much bigger around, many with diameters in excess of 30 
feet near the ground and a corresponding circumference of over 94 feet! 
That’s bigger than the original footprint of my small Bungalow house! 
I’ve seen the pictures of early visitors standing next to, inside of and on 
top of fallen trunks all dwarfed by the trees but you truly have to see them 
for yourself to really believe it. At 4700 feet elevation, snow was still 
present at this altitude so that walking the trails and boardwalks was a bit 
challenging but the trees standing in sharp relief against the white and blue 
skies had that much more contrast and impact. It was definitely an awe¬ 
inspiring visit. 

ADS Board members returned early to participate in the final Board 
meeting that started about the same time Take Down of the National Show 
began. Visitors were still walking around with large bouquets of daffodils 
when the meeting ended.

During our final dinner, Bob Spotts introduced Larry Ringland, Head 
Gardener, and the Ironstone staff that did such an excellent job coordinating 
the events, the room use and assisting us during our stay.

Tasmania, Australia September 16-19, 2010. The show will include 
daffodils, camellias and other spring flowers as well as floral art and trade 
tables. Hmmm, I could get 3 springs in this year if I attend! 

The next dates to mark on your calendar are March 11-13, 2011. The 
2011 Am erican Daffodil Society Convention will be held in Jackson, 
Mississippi. Representing the Central Mississippi Daffodil Society 
Ted Snazelle extended the invitation to enjoy Southern hospitality at its 
best. The convention and accommodations will be at the Hilton Hotel in

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Jackson. I’m already planning - Natchez Trace, Antebellum Plantation 
Homes, Big Leaf Magnolias and the Mississippi River for starters. And of 
course. New Orleans is only 180 miles south of Jackson. Mardi Gras 2011 
is March 8. Celebrate Fat Tuesday before the convention or enjoy a more 
subdued exploration after. 

Two and half years away are the 2012 World Daffodil Convention, the 
South Island National Show and the Australasian Championship all to be 
held in Dunedin, New Zealand, September 28-30. Arrive early, attend the 
North Island National Show Sept 15-16 in Hamilton and then tour through 
New Zealand. I started saving for this adventure after Lesley Ramsay first 
shared initial details with us several years ago. She’s been hard at it again, 
putting together yet another tour for her daffodil friends but this time it’s in 
her own back yard. Her stunning slide show of the many towns, sights and 
sites to see such as local daffodil shows, New Zealand’s top hybridizers 
and their fields, miniature and standard seedlings, historic daffodils at 
Lawrence and local growers’ gardens indicates yet another daffodil and 
travel experience with much promise and not to be missed. 

One final co mm ent about my experiencing two springs when I attend 
ADS conventions. This year is the best ever. Minnesota springs are usually 
of short duration, just a few weeks between the last snowfall and the leap 
into summer heat. After the two weeks of Central California spring with 
the diversities unique to mountain altitudes, oak savannahs, big trees 
forests and ocean tidal pools, I returned home to discover that winter had 
vanished thanks to an unusually warm weather pattern. Not a snowflake 
has been seen since February. With no hesitation spring moved in and has 
continued uninterrupted. Everything is 3-4 weeks early. I am positively 
giddy at experiencing a spring in Minnesota this early, this long (already 
an almost unprecedented five weeks) AND the extended forecast stretches 
it out for at least another several weeks! Life is good.^

The Gold Medal of The Am erican Daffodil Society is given to someone 
who has done work of a pre-eminent nature in the advancement of daffodils. 
The recipient this year certainly fulfills that requirement, and the ADS is 


proud to present its highest honor to John Reed of Niles, Michigan. 

John began breeding daffodils in 1977, collecting the best bulbs from 
breeders worldwide, and has planted thousands of seeds in all divisions 
and all possible color combinations, working to breed better daffodils that 
will grow and thrive in his harsh growing conditions. He has been very 
successful and he has many fine cultivars, with over 275 registered in all 
divisions as evidence. Most are standards, but there are some intermediates 
and miniatures as well. His ‘Tittle Ruby’ is a much admired intermediate. 
He has made significant advances in division 1 W-O, having registered 
six cultivars, and he has the only registered 1 W-R, ‘Flaming Silk’. His 
flowers are now showing up in the pedigrees of other breeders. 

He has been generous in sending pollen and bulbs to other breeders as 
well as other amateur hybridizers and those whom he serves as mentor. 
Each year the “bulb dig” at Oakwood is a much-anticipated event, when 
members of local societies help with the digging and take home carloads 
of bulbs for use by their groups. 

John lives and breathes daffodils, but rarely makes it to shows. East year, 
with the ADS convention being held in Chicago, his flowers were on exhibition 
for all to see. And they were the hit of the convention. His 1 W-Y ‘Windy 
City’, then under number, won the White Ribbon, the Rose Ribbon, and the 
Mitsch Trophy. After the ADS came calling at Oakwood Daffodils, everyone 
went home with a “wish list.” Winning high praise were ‘Millennium Orange’ 
1 W-O, ‘Red Passion’ 2 W-R, and of course ‘Windy City’.

I am honored to serve as the ADS’s 28th President. (As I start my two 
year term I’d like to reflect back on how I got started with daffodils.)

Kathy is a past ADS President and Silver Medal 
w inn er She has served in more capacities than I have room to mention.

In addition to membership in general, I hope to focus on attracting 
younger members. I’m talking about the 20-40 year old generation. They 
are our future, and if we want to attract them as members we need to think 
and communicate using the social media tools available today. Under 
Phyllis Hess’s guidance, the ADS has a Facebook account.

Martha Anderson, an ADS Life Member and the 2001 recipient of the 
Silver Medal for Service to the Society, died at her home in Hernando, 
Mississippi, on May 10. 

Martha’s special focus was on miniature daffodils, and in the decades 
after she joined the ADS in 1970, she often won Watrous Ribbons at 
four or five shows in a single season. Her long-range gift to the world 
of miniature daffodils was the recruiting of Larry Force, with bulbs and 
constant encouragement in his hybridizing work. 

A member of the Garden Study Club of Hernando, Martha was closely 
involved with the annual Hernando Daffodil Show, and the Mid-South 
show in Memphis, as they hosted two conventions. She and her sister-in- 
law, Leslie, worked actively in holding judging schools at the Anderson 
farm, and in the founding of the Central Mississippi Daffodil Society. 

She was a judging instructor, and student judges vied to be on her 
panel, although they knew she’d make them take an active part, and justify 
their decisions. 

This soft-spoken, gracious lady with the keen wit will be greatly 
missed, in her region, in the miniature connection, throughout the ADS, 
and in the whole daffodil world, which she made her own with her lifelong 
delight in travel.

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Choice Daffodils for (modestly) Expanded Budgets

This article is a revised and updated 2009 version of one published in 
the Fall 2006 issue of the Washington Daffodil Society (WDS) Newsletter. 
It was written in response to members who wanted suggestions for good 
exhibition quality cultivars which exceeded the budget (under $9) range of 
the ones listed in an earlier article. A revised version of that article (“Blue 
Ribbons on a Budget”) appeared in the March 2009 Daffodil Journal. The 
cultivars mentioned in this article generally cost from about $9 to $15, 
with some exceptions. Many have won gold ribbons, or, in the Middle 
Atlantic region, have been gold ribbon candidates. At the end of my earlier 
Daffodil Journal article (p. 223), I referred briefly to the concept of cost 
per (showable) bloom, the implication being that a superior cultivar may 
in fact be relatively inexpensive if it is a consistent producer of winning 
blooms. Although this criterion is necessarily very imprecise in its 
application, I did try to keep it in mind in compiling this list as well as that 
of the lower budget cultivars. 


Division 1 

Y-Y: ‘Tuscarora’ is virtually a must-have for earlier shows. For mid¬ 
season, try ‘Big Mo’ and ‘Chicago Hope’ from Oakwood Daffodils. To the 
list of budget-priced cultivars, add ‘Gold Velvet’ and ‘Phil’s Gift’, which 
is smooth, under-rated and under-priced. 

Y-O : Elise Havens’ ‘Magic Tantern’, now modestly priced, probably earns 
more ribbons per dollar than any other in this and many other classes. 
Protect it and cut early to retain the rich buff/orange color throughout the 
corona. For a cultivar with a darker yellow perianth and a reddish orange 
corona, try ‘Maker’s Mark’, a budget-priced variety which has been 
winning a few blue ribbons in recent years. Although more expensive, 
John Pearson’s ‘Charlie Connor’ could also be a good choice. Keep an eye 
on the show benches and catalogs for newer 1 Y-0 cultivars from the U.S. 
and Northern Ireland, and add them as prices moderate. 

Y-P : The lovely pastel colors and rounded form of ‘Filoli’ make it one 
of the most beautiful flowers I grow. It is now reasonably priced, as is 
‘ Am erican Heritage’, a frequent w inn er 
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Y-W: ‘Trumpet Warrior’. For a few more dollars, consider adding one 
of John Pearson’s beautiful Div. 1 reverses. ‘Sergeant’s Caye’ would be 
a good choice, but ‘English Caye’, ‘Lighthouse Reef’ and ‘Glover’s 
Reef’ are all seen frequently in Maroon Ribbon collections. ‘Burdekin’, 
a Jackson cultivar available from Mitsch Daffodils, is being seen more 
frequently in recent years. 

W-W: ‘Quiet Waters’ is my favorite because of its gracefulness and perfect 
balance. I find ‘Bridal Chorus’ to be healthier than many whites and it is a 
consistent producer of excellent show blooms. ‘Chaste’, too, should give 
you a chance for a gold ribbon. 

W-Y: Start with budget-priced ‘POPS Legacy’. Then, add Charles Wheatley’s 
stentorian ‘Smooth Trumpet’ and John Reed’s graceful ‘Three Oaks’, a good 
grower. The latter two are priced a bit above the mid-range, but worth it - and 
together with ‘POPS Legacy’, the trio is the class of this class. 

W-P: Brian Duncan’s ‘Chanson’ is now priced in mid-range. If you fancy 
intermediates, ask for ‘Co mm odore Perry’. 

Division 2 

Y-Y : ‘Clouded Yellow’ and ‘American Classic’, both of the white-collared 
type, are gold ribbon quality. For an all-yellow, ‘Tristan’s Memory’ 
(budget-priced from Oakwood) shouldn’t be overlooked. It was very 
large and ultra-smooth in 2009 and 2010. Dr. Reed’s ‘Rockne’, too, can 
be smooth and velvety. ‘Gold Bond’ is now moderately priced. Although 
it is not yet commercially available, find a friend who can be persuaded 
to part with a bulb of Dr. Bill Bender’s ‘Lackawanna’. [Editor’s note: in 
Burdick list 2010] Steady performer ‘Goldhanger’ should be added to the 
budget-priced list. 

Y-Q/R: ‘Banker’ has a remarkable best-in-show record. ‘Entente’, too, is no 
stranger to the head table. Others to consider are ‘Picture Perfect’, ‘Bionic’ 
and ‘Biometrics’. Pearson’s ‘Celestial Flame’ w in s often in the U.K. 

Y-P: ‘Oregon Pioneer’ is a must-have in this class. 

Y-W : ‘Altun Ha’ is still the standard setter. Modestly priced ‘Swedish 
Fjord’ is frequently found in Maroon Ribbon collections. Brogden’s 
‘Twilight Zone’ also wins often. 

O-O/R: Recently (2004) introduced ‘Chromite’ seems to be doing well 
on the show bench. ‘Warm Day’ is another intermediate worth growing. 
‘Dawn Run’ is now inexpensive and has a good show record. For color 
variation in this class, consider ‘Honeyorange’. 

W-Y: For a well-colored corona, ‘Holme Fen’ is hard to excel and is now 
modestly priced. ‘Fiona McKillop’, not often seen here, wins frequently 
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on the other side of the Atlantic. ‘Irish Affair’, from Oakwood, is now 
priced at mid-range. It grows after opening to an impressive size and 
commands attention to its strength, color and pose. ‘Geometries’ is one of 
the best-formed and consistent flowers in all of daffodildom, but pick and 
show it early when the corona still has color. 

W-O/R: ‘Avenger’ (W-R) is relatively old and cheap, but it is healthy, 
floriferous and often quite competitive. I wouldn’t be without it. ‘Catalyst’ 
(W-R) has an intensely colored corona. ‘Powerstock’ (W-O) may well be 
overlooked in the U.S. ‘Tanzey Girl’ (W-O), a Brogden cultivar, may well be 
the most striking flower in this class, priced just a bit over our budget limit. 
W-P: If you already have several of the budget-priced cultivars, but must 
simply have another, try Bill Pa nnil l’s ‘Spring Break’, which is often seen 
next to a blue ribbon. Also, be grateful that Brian Duncan’s gold ribbon 
winner ‘Cape Point’ and Sid DuBose’s lovely intermediate ‘Brooke Ager’ 
are now priced mid-range. Elise Havens’ beautifully balanced ‘Rose Lake’ 
is favored by many, including me. For a pink-rimmed flower, note that 
‘Ethereal Beauty’ and ‘Ice Dancer’ are now moderately priced. I don’t 
often pay up for recent introductions, but in this class I would do so for 
‘Sacre Coeur’ (W-WWP). With two superb parents - ‘Notre Dame’ and 
‘Rose Lake’ - it may well lap the field. 

W-W: T never seem to have enough good 2 W-Ws, so I’m happy to see that 
frequent winner ‘Gull’ is now budget-priced. In the middle price range, 
‘Phoenician’ and ‘Louise Randall’ (an ADS “frequent w inn er” for the first 
t im e in 2009) are excellent show flowers and they seem healthier than 
many of the all-white daffodils. ‘Sheelagh Rowan’ is one of John Pearson’s 
best. ‘Colonial White’ and ‘Lone Star’ also have good show records, as 
does ‘Ashland’, now classified 2 W-W. The late season ‘Emerald Empire’s 
green eye and distinctive perianth make it stand out. For a mid-season 
W-GWW, ‘David Adams’ is super-smooth and is attracting a lot of 
attention. Bill Gould’s ‘Ozone’, too, seems to be accumulating admirers 
and blue ribbons. Finally, be alert for a chance to acquire Murray Evans’ 
‘Lissome’. It is a strong competitor as a standard and is outstanding as an 
intermediate. 


Division 3 

Y-Y If you already have ‘New Penny’ and want another 3 Y-Y, you may 
have to bend the budget to get John Reed’s graceful ‘Haunting’. However, 
it is competitive in its class and can add style and charm to a collection. 
‘Legislator’ has also been impressive on the show bench in recent years. 
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Y-Q : ‘Tao’ has been compiling a notable show record in this class. 
W-O/R : Some good Duncan cultivars are now moderately priced. Among 
these are ‘Cavalryman’ (W-R), a frequent winner in the British Isles, and 
‘Crimson Chalice’ (W-GRR), which has been very competitive for me in 
late season shows. 

W-O/R rimmed : Bill Roese’s ‘La Paloma’ has to be in any serious 
grower’s collection. Not always available, it was listed in 2007. I hope 
that Helen Link’s ‘Pogo’ will follow. The beautiful ‘Carole Lombard’ is 
now budget-priced. So is the well-named ‘Cinnamon Ring’, which has 
been steadily compiling blue ribbons. ‘Sweet Sue’ and ‘Sugar and Spice’ 
have been favorites of mine ever since I first saw them at the Balt im ore 
convention in 1996. Bill Pa nni ll’s ‘Tyson’s Corner’ always gives me a 
large and attractive bloom to anchor a good late-season Throckmorton 
collection. It is now available from David Burdick and from Oakwood. 
Also, don’t miss a chance to acquire ‘Bee Mabley’. (See the picture on p. 
69 of the September 2009 Daffodil Journal.) 

W-W : ‘Emerald Stone’, with its prominent green eye, and ‘Vera Robbins’, 
an intermediate, are both excellent show cultivars. 

W-WWY : I overlooked ‘Engagement Ring’ in my earlier article. Budget- 
priced, it has been accumulating a remarkable best-in-show record. 
Moderately priced, ‘Truculent’ and ‘Princeton’ are also excellent show 
flowers. 

W-Y : ‘Cedar Hills’, ‘Dunley Hall’ and ‘Halley’s Comet’ are an harmonious 
trio, formidable in shows. 


Division 4 

Y-Y: Ron Scamp’s ‘Gossmoor’, symmetrical and full of petaloids, lends 
variation in shape to this class. ‘Brindabella’ has found its way into 
winning collections. Steve Vinisky’s ‘Double Play’ is registered Y-0 but 
I’m told it could well be Y-Y. Although somewhat above mid-price range, 
its parentage is impeccable - ‘Golden Amber’ x ‘Crackington’. 

Y-O/R : ‘Crowndale’ shows darker orange than hard-to-beat ‘Crackington’ 
and is also quite symmetrical. ‘Paradigm’ wins often in the British Isles. 
‘’Kiwi Sunset’ (Y-R) has both symmetry and vivid color contrast. 

W-P: Now very reasonably priced, ‘Dorchester’ has been the standard 
bearer in the British Isles for years. I may not be the only U.S. grower 
having difficulty getting it to bloom, but the potential reward does keep me 
trying. Jackson’s ‘Duration’ (W-OOY) is still over $20, but it is excellent 
in every way. Its beauty and unusual color code make it one of my favorite 
Throc km orton Collection flowers. 
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Division 5 


Y-Y: Escape from the same old/same old syndrome with one or more of 
Mitsch Daffodils’ newer introductions: ‘American Peace’, ‘Canterbury’, 
‘World Class’ or ‘Garden Chimes’, all of which find a place in winning 
Havens collections. ‘Garden C him es’ is from Eileen Frey, and is therefore 
additionally useful if you seek a wider range of hybridizers in a Red- 
White-Blue collection. I added ‘Spring Chimes’ (W-W) to my collection 
this year, and it was beautiful. 


Division 6 

Rejoice and be glad that ‘Arrowhead’ (Y-R) and ‘Katrina Rea’ 
(W-WOO), both frequent winners, are now moderately priced. If you 
crave another Y-Y, the early ‘Articulate’ and well-formed but more 
costly ‘Vineland’ are ribbon-winning options. If you want to expand 
your collection of reverse bicolors (and who doesn’t?), you may have to 
tap your piggy bank. ‘Peppercorn’, ‘Clavier’, and - good luck finding 
it - ‘Dreamlover’ would be good choices. For an all-white, try one of 
Oalcwood’s recently introduced ‘Broomhill’ x N. cyclamineus hybrids, 
either ‘Buchanan’ or ‘Pixie Dust’, both of which are within or close to our 
price range. Really adventurous cyclamineus addicts might think about 
turning around some of the cultivars grown Downunder, where they seem 
to have a knack for this division. 

Division 7 

It is interesting in this division how many of the older and less- 
expensive cultivars - some, like ‘Sweetness’, are historic - appear in 
winning collections time after time. If you want to expand your collection, 
consider the newer reverse bicolors ‘Regeneration’ and ‘Perpetuation’. 
They can be had for modest outlays. Here, in Zone 7, ‘Regeneration’ may 
produce seven florets per stem. ‘Mowser’ (Y-R) is moderately priced and 
is widely respected and is often shown successfully by growers in my 
area. Ron Scamp’s ‘An-Gof’ (W-GYO) is now in the mid-price range. It is 
very late, quite smooth, and has an unusual color code. The venturesome 
jonquilla lover may wish to spring, as I did, for ‘Spring Lights’, which 
is rated ‘exceptional’ by its grower. The pink-cupped ‘Artwork’ series 
appears frequently on show tables. ‘Pink Charisma’ would also be a good 
choice in this class. For that very late show, I like ‘Oakwood Delight’ 
(W-GWW). 
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Division 8 


Add ‘Castanets’ (Y-O), available recently for around $5, to your 
budget collection. I’ve found ‘Avalanche of Gold’ (Y-Y) to be a good 
early season show flower. Watch for Bill Pannill’s ‘Chorus Line’ (W-Y) 
to be available. If you want the latest, try Sid DuBose’s ‘Bright Sequins’ 
(W-YYO) now listed at a moderate price by Cherry Creek Daffodils. For 
the latest in pink-cupped tazetta cultivars, vacation in New Zealand and 
arrange to import a few. 

Division 9 

Ofthe more recent introductions, ‘Unknown Poet’(W-GYR), ‘Blisland’ 
(W-YYR) and ‘Marsden’ (W-GYR) are quite smooth and have been gold 
ribbon candidates. ‘Greenpark’ (W-GGO) and ‘Mizzen Head’ (W-GYY) 
can provide useful variation in cup color for late season Throckmorton 
collections. The avid poet grower will be alert to any opportunity to 
acquire one of the beautiful new poets coming from New Zealand. 

Division 11 

In my garden, ‘Prodigious’, (Y-Y), has been a dependable producer 
of show blooms. ‘Jack Wood’ (Y-YYO) is a strong grower and produces 
excellent show flowers, with exceptional smoothness and substance in the 
perianth. If you already have ‘Trigonometry’, do try ‘Pink Polynomial’ 
(W-P) It has excellent substance throughout and the corona is so richly 
colored - yum! ‘Bon Viveur’ (W-WWP) and ‘Drama Queen’ (W-YPP) 
from Brian Duncan both lend gracefulness plus variation in color and 
shape to collections. 

I hope the foregoing list is useful to growers who are intent on 
expanding and improving their collections. Although I have tried to apply 
objective criteria, personal experience and preferences have inevitably 
influenced the list. Keep in mind also that there may be somewhat of a 
regional bias as well. (I live near Washington, D.C., in Zone 7.) The range 
of cultivars available changes continually, too. It appears, for example, 
that more of the outstanding daffodils from Australia and New Zealand 
are being turned around and multiplied here, and that some of the excellent 
hybrids of Clive Postles will soon be more readily accessible to U.S. 
growers. So, don’t get uptight about having just the “right” cultivars. 
Relax and enjoy your flowers, with the knowledge that sometimes even an 
obscure or ill-regarded variety, if you grow it well, may waltz off with a 
gold ribbon - I’ve seen it happen!

Coughton Court, Warwickshire, UK, has been the ancestral home of 
the Throc km orton family for the past six hundred years. 

If you’re new to daffodils, Dr Tom Throckmorton was a fellow ADS 
member and past president of the. Society (1968-70), and the deviser of 
the Color Code. 

Since finding out about Dr. Tom’s involvement in daffodils, Mrs. 
Claire McClaren Throc km orton implemented the search for his daffodils, 
a task I took on with relish as Coughton Court has thousands of daffodils 
already and it is always a joy to go there and tell people about them. 

A Throckmorton daffodil garden has been designed, installed and 
dedicated, and in my capacity of “Custodian of the Bulbs” we have so far 
23 cultivars of his original 51, though some are only two or three bulbs 
(see page 300). 

Although Dr. Tom never lived at Coughton Court, they are very pleased 
with his achievements and it is most appropriate to have his cultivars there, 
in a sense “bringing his daffodils back to his ancestral home.”

Species Now in DaffSeek

Internet Services 

In the beginning, DaffSeek was launched with the first twelve of 
the thirteen daffodil divisions. There was a good reason for this - we 
considered Division 13 - Species, very complex and knew that it would 
require knowledge far beyond ourselves. The lack of species has not gone 
unnoticed. One the most frequently asked questions is, “When are you 
going to include species in DaffSeek?” 

For species to be accurately incorporated into DaffSeek, a Species 
Team was assembled. This team is comprised of recognized experts who 
are knowledgeable about species in the wild. The team members are 
John David, Brian Duncan and Sally Kington of the UK, Theo Sanders 
of Germany, Juan Andres Varas Braun of Chile, and Harold Koopowitz, 
Kathy Andersen, Mary Tou Gripshover, and Marilynn Howe of the USA. 
World-recognized species expert John Blanchard provided consulting 
services when specific questions arose. 

We expect that the inclusion of species information and photographs 
will expand DaffSeek’s audience. Today, DaffSeek users range from 
passionate gardeners, daffodil growers and exhibitors to daffodil hybridizers 
or raisers. With the inclusion of species, we hope that DaffSeek’s user base 
will expand to include daffodil enthusiasts, students, botanists and many 
others who are interested in learning more about the species. 

The species information is from the Royal Horticultural Society’s 
(RHS’s) list of botanical names in the genus Narcissus which is available 
on the RHS website (www.rhs.org). Much like the named cultivars, 
there is information such as season, fertility, chromosomes, descendants, 
synonyms and origin of name. New items include ‘Author’, ‘Publication’, 
‘Section’ and ‘Year Published’. Tike DaffSeek for named cultivars, all 
abbreviations are spelled out. Additional species items we plan to include 
are DNA content, natural habitat, pH, altitude, terrain, countries and 
regions. Also, we have received a large amount of historical data, some 
in multiple languages. Because this additional data must be carefully 
reviewed, it will be gradually phased into DaffSeek as it is approved by 
the Species Team. 

One thing you will notice is that when you select the division drop¬ 
down box, there will be two selections for species. The selection for 
“Species, Botanical Classification” will display a list species in the botanic 
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sequence, the same as the RHS’s published list. The selection “Species, 
Wild Variants” will display a list of species in alphabetic sequence by 
species name. 

A new feature in this release is the identification of regions where 
species photos were taken in the wild. The location will be in general terms 
to prevent endangering species habitats by being too specific. You might 
also notice the new main menu format. The Advance Menu selection has 
been replaced with a small check box titled “Expanded Menu”. This is an 
attempt to s im plify DaffSeelc’s menu and make it a friendlier format for 
our many mobile devices users. 

With the wide range of information available about species on the 
Internet today, there are sources with accurate and correct data. However, 
there are also many sites with erroneous and incorrect data. Our goal is 
to provide species information and photographs of the highest integrity. 
We want DaffSeek to be a reliable starting point, with accurate reference 
material for people interested in researching narcissus species. ^

Medal for ADS

It gave me great pleasure, at the 2010 ADS Convention at Murphys, to 
present the first National Daffodil Society of New Zealand (NDSNZ) Gold 
Medal to Kirby Fong for his winning exhibit of 5 New Zealand raised 
varieties - all from different Kiwi raisers. Kirby has been a long time 
friend of New Zealand so it was a fitting acknowledgment of his interest 
in, and support of, NZ raised varieties. 

The Medal was struck this year on behalf of the members of the 
NDSNZ. It was a long overdue acknowledgment of the very generous 
trophies donated by members of the ADS to the NDSNZ many years ago. 
The medal will be awarded annually to the winner of the New Zealand 
class at future ADS National Shows. Spud Brogden will continue to 
support this class with bulb prizes making the overall award well worth 
winning! The medal has also been awarded to the winner of the NZ Raised 
class at the Daffodil Society of Great Britain Show at Warwick and will 
also be an annual award. The winners keep the medal. 

The medal features the cyclamineus hybrid ‘Trena’ which was raised 
by the late Mavis Verry - a NZ cultivar with international success on the 
show bench. Mavis would have been very proud to have one of her famous 
triplets featured in this way.

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...From the Editor’s Worktable 


Last year Delia Bankhead said regretfully, “We’re rapidly losing so 
much of our institutional memory.” A few weeks later, she was gone, and 
much more was lost of the ADS’ “collective set of facts, concepts, and 
experiences held by a group of people.” Or in plain terms, who we are 
(and were), and why, and how we work. 

Thanks to technology and the dedicated members who know how to 
use it, we as an organization are doing rather well. We can now buy, on a 
single disc, all of the Daffodil Journal for the first forty years. A database 
exists of all Board actions. Both are instantly searchable. But it’s not just 
the “how we work” part that matters. 

It’s the people. The stories that entertain us and make our legendary 
members human. ( And, incidentally, help student judges pass the Awards 
part of School II.) 

Two recent Daffmet postings brought this into focus for me. Someone 
shared a picture of the Washington Daffodil Society’s charter members. 
Only one was correctly identified. One whose name we all know well 
was marked “unknown.” And the three men were incorrectly identified. 
What bothered me most was that there are so few members left who could 
possibly have known these 1950s leaders. 

About the same time, two eager new hard-working committee 
chairmen wanted to know “Why don’t we do this?” or “Why not try it that 
way?” And I realized that many of us know why these strategies hadn’t 
worked before, but hadn’t shared the “why not.” 

You’re reading this, and you say, “But I’m just a newcomer. What 
does this have to do with me?” Just this: if you are beginning to care about 
the ADS, listen! Ask questions. Meet people. 

After a few years, start sharing your own stories with others. We’v 
e heard much about the founding members, from raconteurs such as Bill 
Pannill and Jaydee Ager. But only you can pass on the stories about your 
region, and your local society. 

Keep the scrapbooks. Take pictures of judges and workers. (Please 
write the names on the back of every picture.) Explain to new members 
how we’ve learned to do things with the fewest “glitches.” (“We’ve always 
done it this way” isn’t necessarily a bad thing to say.) 

One of my home state’s most famous authors said, “The past isn’t 
dead. It isn’t even past.” 

That can be true for the American Daffodil Society if you, all of you, 
just keep sharing the stories. ^
